REPORT OF PARDONS, COMMUTATIONS AND DIMINUTIONS GRANTED 
SINCE THE TIME OF THE REPORT OF THE THIRTEENTH LEGIS- 
LATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


BY THE GOVERNOR. 
PARDONS. 


Alexander Romola. On March 20, 1913, an unconditional pardon was granted 
to Alexander Romola, who, on December 14, 1912, was sentenced in Yellowstone 
County to one year on the charge of attempted rape. There was doubt as to 
the guilt of the prisoner, and the application for pardon was endorsed by twenty- 
four jurors who sat at the two trials, and by the County Attorney, and other 
officers of that county. 

William Baggleman. On April 23, 1913, an unconditional pardon was granted 
- ym the case of William Baggleman, who was convicted on a charge of robbery 
in Silver Bow County, and committed on October 11, 1906, for twenty years. 
There was grave doubt as to the guilt of the prisoner, and it was held that, if 
guilty, he had fully expiated the crime alleged. 

Bert H. Thurston. On October 17, 1913, a pardon was granted to Bert H. 
Thurston, who, upon conviction in Blaine County, on a charge of obtaining 
money by false pretenses, was committed, on February 28, 1913, for five years. 
Clemency was extended on account of the ill health of the prisoner. He died 
shortly after his release. 

Henry Jondrow. On May 8, 1914, a pardon was granted to Henry Jondrow, 
who, in December, 1912, was committed from Flathead County for five years, for 
burglary. At the time of his pardon, Jondrow was suffering from quick con- 
sumption, and he died shortly after being released. 


CONDITIONAL PARDONS. 


W. W. Brown. On May 22, 1913, a conditional pardon was granted to W. 
W. Brown, who, on September 21, 1901, was committed from Silver Bow County 
to serve sixty years, for murder. Because of the crime of which he was accused 
being surrounded by peculiar conditions, and because of his being a sufferer 
from tuberculosis in an advanced stage, a pardon was granted, upon the con- 
dition that his relatives remove him from the state immediately upon his 
release. 

Sam A. Hall. On July 18, 1913, a conditional pardon was granted in the case 
of Sam A. Hall, who was convicted in Silver Bow County of the crime of grand 
larceny. He entered the prison on May 7, 1912, to serve a fourteen-year sen- 
tence. The pardon was conditioned upon Hall’s restitution, within five years, 
to the creditors of himself and the firm of Hall Brothers, of the sum of $30,- 
000.00, this being the amount of the losses alleged. This pardon was disap- 
proved by the State Board of Pardons, upon the suggestion of the Governor, 
new facts having come to light. ‘ 

Joseph Proulx. On September 30, 1913, a conditional pardon was granted . 
to Joseph Proulx, who was convicted in Chouteau County of the crime of rape, 
and on November 22, 1902, began a thirty-year sentence. The record in the case 
gave rise to doubt as to the guilt of the prisoner. The pardon was condi- 
tioned upon Proulx’s returning to his home in Canada, and caring for his aged 
mother. 

E. J. Lane. On October 18, 1913, a conditional pardon was granted in the 
case of E. J. Lane, convicted of a crime against nature in Silver Bow County, 
and committed on May 28, 1912. At the time of the pardon, Lane was 69 years 
old, almost blind, and a chronic rheumatic. The Judge who sentenced him, and 
most of the jurors in his case recommended clemency. The pardon was condi- 
tioned upon his removal from the State. 

Laura Morgan. On February 17, 1914, a conditional pardon was granted 
to Laura Morgan, who was sent up from Silver Bow County for ten years for 
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stealing $20.00 from a man with whom she was out on a drunk. She was com- 
mitted on October 26, 1911. She became insane, and was removed to the 
asylum; she recovered, and was returned to the prison. It was believed that 
there would be a recurrence of her insanity, and under all of the circumstances, 
it was deemed wisest to extend clemency. The pardon was conditioned upon 
her removing from, and remaining away, from the State. 

A. H. Long. On June 20, 1914, a conditional pardon was granted to A. H. 
Long, who was convicted of grand larceny in Custer County, and sentenced to 
five years, beginning his term on June 24, 1913. Clemency was recommended 
by the Judge and Sheriff, upon the ground that Long was materially assisting 
in cleaning up a bunch of violators of the law in his section. The pardon was 
conditioned upon Long’s making monthly reports during his term to the Board 
of Pardons, his complete observance of the laws of the State, and abstinence from 
intoxicants. 

Andrew Bilant. On July 14, 1914, a conditional pardon was granted in the 
case of Andrew Bilant, sentenced to life imprisonment for murder in the second 
degree in Carbon County, his term having begun on March 8, 1902. Bilant was 
about 68 years old, and being in ill health, was a hospital subject most of the 
time. He had served more than twelve years, and in all the circumstances, it 
was deemed a case deserving clemency. His pardon was conditioned upoh his 
relatives’ removing him from the State permanently. 

E. L. Sutton. On August 10, 1914, a conditional pardon was granted to 
E. L. Sutton, convicted in Chouteau County of the crime of forgery, and sen- 
tenced to two years, beginning his term on April 26, 1914. Sutton was an 
attorney at law, having enjoyed positions of trust and honor, and it appeared 
that whatever guilt attached to him in this case was due to the excessive use 
of liquor. He has a wife, and two young daughters, who were sadly in need 
of his care. His pardon was recommended by a large number of the prominent 
business and professional men of Great Falls, where Sutton formerly lived. 
The pardon was conditioned upon his making monthly reports to the Board of 
Pardons, his taking care of his family, his observance of the laws, and abstaining 
from the use of liquors. 

Tony Clark. On December 2, 1914, a conditional pardon was granted to Tony 
Clark, who, on January 15, 1909, was committed from Siver Bow County to 
serve nineteen years for robbery. Clark had been a user of morphine, but it 
appeared that his incarceration had wrought a reformation in him, and clem- 
ency was recommended by the Judge, County Attorney, and other officials. 
Clark’s pardon was granted upon the condition that he remain away from the 
State of Montana. ’ 

DIMINUTION. 


Harry Stevens. On May 8, 1913, a diminution of sentence was granted to 
Harry Stevens, who was convicted in Silver Bow County on a charge of bur- 
glary, and sentenced to fifteen years, beginning his term on October 13, 1907. The 
testimony showed that Stevens had stolen $3.75 and a pocket-knife from a room 
in one of the blocks of Butte, the crime being committed in the day time. Stevens 
had served almost six years, and his case appeared to be deserving of consid- 
eration. His term was diminished to ten years, upon condition that he shall 
abstain from the use of liquors. 

Edward Royals. On May 9, 1913, a diminution was granted to Edward 
Royale, sent up from Sweet Grass County. In December, 1905, he was sentenced 
to ten years for grand larceny. In November, 1907, he was taken from prison 
to testify in a case pending in Sweet Grass County. He escaped en route, and 
was later arrested with two stolen horses in his possession. In September, 1908, 
on a plea of guilty, he was sentenced to fourteen years. He served his first 
term, and was in his fourteenn-year term. It appeared that Royale had ex- 
perienced a reformation, and he had rendered very valuable service in con- 
struction work at the prison. His second sentence was diminished two years, 
upon condition that he shall abstain from the use of liquors. 

Cove Morgan. On July 15, 1913, a diminution was granted to Cove Morgan, 
who, on June 24, 1908, was committed from Flathead County for twenty-five years 
for rape. After Morgan’s conviction, facts came to light that convinced the 
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presiding Judge, some of the jury, and other court officials, that the sentence 
imposed was too severe. Morgan’s sentence was diminished to ten years, upon 
condition that he shall abstain from the use of liquors. 

Jacob Wertin. On October 28, 1913, a diminution was granted in the case 
of Jacob Wertin, who was sentenced to life imprisonment for murder in the 
second degree in Cascade County, and began his term on March 18, 1901. He 
was a very old man, had had a paralytic stroke, and was confined to the hos- 
pital. Being sentenced for life, he was not eligible to parole. His sentence 
was diminshed to thirty years, in order that he might be paroled, and taken 
eare of by his family. 

Frank Carpenter. On December 16, 1913, a diminution was granted to 
Frank Carpenter, who was convicted in Deer Lodge County on May 4, 19077, 
of the crime of murder in the second degree, together with John Berberick, each 
being sentenced to fifty years. Berberick appealed to the Supreme Court, was 
granted a new trial, and, upon conviction at the second trial, was sentenced to 
ten years. At the time of the commission of the crime, Carpenter and Berberick 
were mere boys—Carpenter the younger, being less than fifteen years of age. 
In 1910, Acting Governor Allen granted to Carpenter a diminution to ten years. 
The Board of Pardons refused to approve his action, and instead, made the 
diminution to twenty years instead of ten years. The Board having failed to 
approve the action of the Acting Governor, it appeared to me that the at- 
tempted diminution to twenty years was a nullity, and that Carpenter was 
serving his original fifty-year sentence. Taking into account all of the cireum- 
stances, the extreme youth of the prisoner at the time of the crime, his model 
conduct in the prison, and his apparent reformation, it was believed to be an act 
of justice to grant a diminution, and Carpenter’s sentence was diminished to 
12.132 years. 

John R. Hedberg. On April 9, 1914, a diminution was granted to John R. 
Hedberg, who was convicted in Gallatin County, of the crime of obtaining money 
under false pretenses, and sentenced to eight years, beginning his term on De- 
cember 18, 1911. Hedberg had borne a particularly good reputation prior to 
this trouble, and his prison record was excellent. His sentence was diminished 
to five years. ! 

Meyer Goodman. On April 9, 1914, a commutation was granted to Meyer 
Goodman, convicted in Yellowstone County of murder in the second degree, and 
sentenced to twenty-five years, which sentence he began on November 4, 1909. 
A study of the record showed that Goodman should not have been convicted of 
a more serious crime than manslaughter. The County Attorney who prosecuted 
the case recommended a commutation. The sentence was diminished to ten 
years, the maximum penalty for manslaughter. 

manuel Hammond. On April 10, 1914, a diminution of sentence was granted 
to Emanuel Hammond, sent up from Valley County for five years for grand 
larceny. His term began August 9, 1912. According to the representations of 
the District Judge and County Attorney, Hammond was induced to plead guilty 
upon the understanding that he was to receive a sentence of two years. The 
agreement was made with the County Attorney, but its substance was not com- 
municated to the Judge before sentence was pronounced. The Judge and County 
Attorney recommended clemency, and the sentence was diminished to two years. 


Charles Sternau. The facts in this case were the same as those in the case 
of Emanuel Hammond, and for the reasons given in that case, Sternau’s sen- 
tence was diminished to two years. 

Thomas D. McGinn. On May 23, 1914, a diminution was granted to Thomas 
D. McGinn, who was, on January 21, 1914, received at the prison from Still- 
water County, having been sentenced to three years for grand larceny. Later, the 
Judge and County Attorney became convinced that a mistake was made in giving 
the prisoner so long a term, and they recommended a commutation. MeGinn’s 
sentence was diminished to one year. 

Milo Long. On July 2, 1914, a commutation was granted in the case of 
Milo Long, sent up from Valley County in November, 1908, for thirteen years 
for murder in the second degree. Long was a young man of family and a 
previous good reputation. Voluminous petitions for and against clemency were 
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filed. Several of the jurors who heard the case requested clemency, and prom- 
inent men interested themselves in Long’s case. Long had done much faithful 
work in the prison, and it was apparent that his incarceration had taught the 
lesson sought to be inculeated. His sentence was diminished to eleven years. 

James Murray No. 1. On July 14, 1914, a commutation was granted to 
James Murray No. 1, who, on October 2, 1905, was sent up from Silver Bow 
County for thirty years for murder in the second degree. Because of the pris- 
oner’s good record and faithful service outside the prison walls during his term, 
and the recommendations of the warden, the District Judge and the County 
Attorney, his case was deemed worthy of clemency, and his sentence was di- 
minished to seventeen years. 

Marie Pacheco. On November 21, 1914, a commutation of sentence was 
granted to Marie Pacheco, who was sent up for grand larceny from Silver Bow 
County on June 7, 1914, for a term of eighteen months. The sentence was di- 
niinished to one year because of the fact that the woman was in the family- 
way when she was received at the prison. 

_ Edward Johnson. On November 7, 1914, a diminution was granted to Ed- 
ward Johnson, who was committed from Jefferson County on May 26, 1912, for 


ten years for manslaughter. Johnson had had a good record before conviction, 


and his trouble was largely due to liquor. He had been a model prisoner, and 
a faithful worker outside the walls. A diminution was recommended by the 
District Judge and County Attorney, and Johnson’s sentence was diminished 
to five years, so as to make him eligible to parole. 

Daniel McGowan. On December 15, 1914, a commutation was granted to 
Daniel McGowan, who, on July 25, 1906, was committed from Teton County to 
serve a twenty-five year sentence for murder in the second degree. McGowan’s 
case seemed worthy of favorable consideration, in view of the recommendation 
of the trial Judge, the circumstances of the case, and the prisoner’s good record 
since his commitment. McGowan’s sentence was diminished to sixteen years. 


COMMUTATION FOR SERVICE. 


On December 24, 1913, commutations of sentence were granted to a num- 
ber of prisoners as a reward for good behavior and faithful service in construc- 
tion work inside and outside the prison walls, clemency in their cases having 
been urged by the warden and the superintendent of construction, in addition to 
petitions submitted by others on behalf of the prisoners. A list of these com-

Robert Vanella. Convicted in Yellowstone County for the crime of murder 
in the second degree, and sentenced to fifty years; term began June 26, 1908; 
‘sentence commuted to twelve years. 

H. E. Whittaker. Convicted of the crime of rape in Chouteau County, and 
committed December 30, 1908, for twenty years; sentence commuted to ten 
years. 

Martin Johnson. Convicted in Flathead County of the crime of rape, and 
committed August 11, 1909, for twenty years; sentence commuted to ten years. 

Frank Laverdure. Convicted of manslaughter in Fergus County, and com- 
mitted July 16, 1911, for six years; sentence commuted to five years. 

Alex. Milne. Convicted of robbery in Silver Bow County, and sentenced 
to twenty years; committed on May 26, 1908; sentence commuted to ten years. 

John Laird. Convicted in Silver Bow County in January, 1912, and sen- 
tenced to five years for burglary; sentence commuted to four years. 

Frank Brown. Convicted in Beaverhead County, and sentenced to ten years 
for rape; committed November 28, 1909; sentence commuted to eight years. 

William Keeland. Convicted of orand larceny in Dawson County; sentenced 
to five years; committed October 10, 1911; sentence commuted to four years. 

William Smith No. 1. Convicted in Silver Bow County, and sentenced to 
thirty years for robbery; committed June 20, 1902; sentence commuted to 
twenty-five years. 


_ 'T. A. Gardner. Convicted in Sanders County, and sentenced to fifteen years 


for burglary in the first degree; committed May 21, 1909; sentence commuted 
to ten years. 
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John Murphy No. 3. Committed December 11, 1909, from Cascade County 
for ten years for attempted robbery; sentence commuted to eight years. 

H. F. Ross. Convicted in Park County, and sentenced to five years for 
grand larceny; committed August 17, 1912; sentence commuted to three years. 

Louis Ojalehto. Convicted in Carbon County, and committed March 22, 1906, 
for life, on a charge of murder; sentence commuted to sixteen years. 

C. H. Blaine. Committed October 10, 1911, for six years for grand larceny 
in Dawson County; sentence commuted to four years. 

J. W. Wilson. Convicted of murder in the second degree in Dawson County, 
and on October 13, 1903, began a. fifty-year sentence; term commuted to twenty 
years. ; 

Nick Marti- Convicted of rape in Flathead County, and sentenced to ten 
years; committed March 11, 1910; sentence commuted to eight years. 

K. Horan. Convicted in Silver Bow County on a charge of assault in the 
first degree, and sentenced to 71-2 years; committed January 27, 1911; sen- 
tence commuted to six years. 

Elmer Nelson. Convicted in Valley County on a charge of murder, and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment; committed December 4, 1901; sentence commuted 
to twenty-four years. 

Charles Johnson. Committed October 4, 1910, from Teton County for ten 
years for burglary in the first degree; sentence commuted to eight years. 

James Barrett. Convicted in Silver Bow County on a charge of burglary 
in the first degree, and sentenced to fifteen years; committed January 12, 1909; 
sentence commuted to ten years. 

Herman Parsons. Convicted of murder in the second degree in Missoula 
County, and sentenced to ninety-nine years; committed June 9, 1909; commuted 
to twenty years. 

Hugh McHugh. Convicted of assault in the second degree in Rosebud 
County, and sentenced to five years; committed June 8, 1912; commuted to three 
years. 

John Driscoll. Convicted in Silver Bow County of the crime of robbery, and 
on February 19, 1912, began a five-year sentence; term commuted to four years. 


“COUNTY JAIL CASES. 


Frank Hadlock. On April 2, 1913, a diminution of sentence was given Frank 
Hadlock, who, on February 5, 1913, in the Chouteau County District Court, 
pleaded guilty to the charge of assault in the third degree, and was sentenced 
to ninety days in the county jail, and to pay a fine of $200.00. Many citizens of 
Chouteau County petitioned for a pardon in Hadlock’s behalf, and these were 
supported by statements by the presiding Judge, the County Attorney, and 


‘Sheriff. Hadlock’s sentence was diminished to forty-five days, and the fine 


was remitted. 


Walter Rasmussen and Ulric Paulson. On March 10, 1914, a remission of 
tine was granted in the case of Walter Rasmussen and Ulric Paulson, who were 
arrested in Gallatin County on a charge of carrying firearms, under the alien 
law. Upon their plea of guilty, they were fined $500.00 each by a Justice of 
the Peace, and in default of payment, were committed to the county jail. They 
were residents of Minneapolis, Minnesota, and one of them has a family, which 
was said to be in want. Upon the recommendation of the District Judge, the 
County Attorney, and the Justice of the Peace, the fines were remitted, upon the 
condition that Rasmussen and Paulson leave the State at once and permanently 
remain away. 

Rade Pavicevich. On May 4, 1914, a remission of sentence was granted in the 
case of Rade Pavicevich, who was convicted of the crime of permitting a game 
of chance to be played for money in his place in Carbon County. On April 14, 
1914, he was sentenced to serve thirty days in the county jail, and to pay a fine 
of $300. He was relieved of the jail sentence, upon the condition that he shall 
not engage in any kind of gambling, nor permit the same in any places of 
business in which he may be interested. This action was agreeable to the Dis- 
trict Judge, and the County Attorney,

COMMUTATIONS. 


Alexander S. Sheley. On December 3, 1913, a commutation of sentence from 
life imprisonment to twenty years was granted to Alexander S. Sheley, who 
was committed from Madison County in December, 1903, for murder in the 
second degree. At the time of his conviction, Sheley was recommended to the 
merey of the Court, and more than a majority of the jurors who joined in the 
petition for clemency in Sheley’s behalf declared they would not have agreed 
to the verdict if they had known that he would receive a life sentence. It was 
held that the punishment was too severe. 

John Wolff. On December 4, 1913, in the case of John Wolff, sent up from 
Beaverhead County in June, 1901, for. the crime of murder, a commutation from 
life imprisonment to twenty-five years was granted. This action was based 
upon the extreme youth of the defendant, his previous good record, and his 
model conduct as a prisoner.

Senator Muffly 
stated that he had visited the office of the Secretary of State this morning, xud 
found that no contest had been filed against him, and that this, and prior state- 
ments contained in the Helena paper were false and misleading. 

Senator Abbott of Gallatin County thereupon gave notice to the Senate that 
if the Helena Daily Independent continued in its misleading statements, that he 
would present a Resolution to the Senate to the end of excluding that paper from 
the privilege of reporting Senate proceedings.

Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your communication of this date requesting 
my opinion as to how you, as State Auditor, are to be guided in the matter of 
issuing warrants for officers and employees of each House of the Legislative As- 
sembly, now in session. 

Article V, Section 28 of the Constitution provides that ‘‘The Legislative As- 
sembly shall prescribe by law the number, duties and compensation of the officers 
and employees of each House, and no payment shall be made from the State 
Treasury, or be in any way authorized to any such person, except to an acting 
officer or employee elected or appointed in pursuance of law.” 

The Senate officers and employees, provided for by law, are enumerated in 
Sections 62 and 65,—and the officers and employees of the House of Representa- 
tives are enumerated in Sections 63 and 66, Revised Codes of Montana, 1907. 
The officers and employees of the Senate consist of a President, President pro 
tem, Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Journal Clerk and a Sergeant-at-arms, and 
Enrolling Clerk, an Engrossing Clerk, one Janitor, one Day Watchman, one Night 
Watchman, one Chaplain, two Pages, and three Committee Clerks. The officers 
and employees of the House of Representatives consist of a Speaker, Speaker pro 
tem, Chief Clerk, Assistant Chief Clerk, Journal Clerk, and a Sergeant-at-Arms; 
and the House may elect an Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms; an Wnrolling Clerk, an 
Engrossing Clerk, one Door Keeper, one Janitor, one Day Watchman, one Night 
Watchman, one Chaplain, three Pages and four Committee Clerks, 

Section 65, relating to officers and employees of the Senate, contains the fol- 
lowing clause: “As many committee clerks and pages as the Senate may from 
time to time require,’ and Section 66, relating to House officers and employees. 
contains a similar clause, which reads as follows: ‘‘As many committee clerks 
and pages as the House may from time to time require.” 
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These clauses are in my opinion repugnant to the provisions of Article V, 
Section 28 of the Constitution, which requires that the Legislative Assembly shall 
prescribe by law the number of officers and employees of each House. The clauses 
quoted above do not undertake to fix the number of clerks and pages, but under- 
take to lodge discretion in the respective branches of the Legislature as to what 
the number in the House and Senate shall be. Such was not the intent of the 
framers of our Constitution. In my judgment these blanket clauses are void. 

There is, of course, no limitation upon the number of officers and employees 
which may be provided for each house, but provision must be made in the orderly 
way pointed out by the Constitution. 

Chapter 37 of the Laws of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly fixes the 
per diem salaries to be paid to the officers and employees of both houses. This 
law is controlling as to the amount of salary which each officer and employee 
shall receive, but it is not controlling as to the number of employees either House 
is entitled to elect or appoint.

Mr. President: Your Joint Committee on Rules respectfully report and recom- 
mend the following to be adopted as the Joint Rules of the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly. The Joint Rules of the 
Thirteenth Legislative Assembly to prevail, with the following amendments: 

Amend Rule No. 12, “Signing of Enrolled Bills by Presiding Officers.” Each 
enrolled bill shall be accompanied by a copy; both the original and the copy 
shall be signed first by the presiding officer of the House in which it originated, and 
then by the presiding officer of the other branch of the Legislative Assembly in 
the presence of their respective Houses while in session. 

‘Rule No. 14, “Bills for Governor’s Approval’ shall be amended to read as 
follows: After the original bill, and a copy shall have been signed in each house, 
they shall be presented by the Committee of Enrollment in the House in which the 
bill originated, to the Governor for his approval, taking his receipt therefor, and 
the said Committee shall forthwith report to their respective Houses the day and 
hour of such presentation, which shall be entered upon the Journal of such House. 

Rule No. 11, ‘‘Enrollment of Bills,’ shall be amended as follows: 

When a bill has passed both Houses, the enrolling clerk of the House in 
which it originated shall cause to be made an original and duplicate type- 
written copy of the bill as the same was engrossed, together with its hisa- 
tory, free from all corrections, erasures, interlineations, defects in orthography, 
and all other clerical inaccuracies; the typewriting shall be done with a black 
record ribbon, pica type, upon plain, linen finish paper, size, eight and one- 
half inches wide, and thirteen inches long; paper to weigh sixteen pounds to 
the ream, with a margin two inches at the top, and one inch on each side; 
thirty lines of type to the page, but lines not numbered, and the bill shall 
be covered with a blue manuscript cover, upon which is written in capital let- 
ters, the number and title. The duplicate shall accompany the original through 
both Houses, and to the Governor, who shall, if approved, sign both the original 
and duplicate. The original will be filed with the Secretary of State, and the 
duplicate with the Clerk of the Supreme Court. 

Rule 24 shall be added, and reads as follows: 

The Speaker of the House shall designate one committee to whom all bills 
relating to Workmen’s Compensation shall be referred, and the President of 
the Senate shall refer like bills to the Compensation Committee of the Senate; 
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all Workmen’s Compensation bills introduced in either House shall be con- 
sidered by a joint conference committee, composed of the committees above re- 


terred to, and they shall meet upon the call of the chairman of the committee | 


from either House. 
Rule 25 shall be added, and read as follows: 


No bills transmitted by the House to the Senate, nor by the Senate to — 


the House, after the fiftieth day of the session, shall be considered, with the 
exception of Bills considered by a joint conference committee. Bills from said 


committees may be transmitted at any time up to, and including the sixtieth — 


day. 
Joint Rule No. 19, however, shall be in full foree, and applicable as to rule 
No. 25.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES. 
The committee of three appointed to meet with a like committee from the 
House to discuss and draft a suitable Bill covering attaches of the House and 


Senate, submitted the following report: 
To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives: 

We, your joint committee to whom was referred the communication from 
the State Auditor, relative to the employment of House and Senate employees 
of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly, having had the same under consideration, 
beg to report as follows: 

The Constitution of the State of Montana, Article IV, Section 1, divides the 
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powers of the Government into three distinct departments, each in itself com- } 


plete. 
Article V, Section 28, of the Constitution provides: 
“The Legislative Assembly shall prescribe by law the number, duties and 
compensation. of the officers and employees of each House.” 


The first Legislative Assembly enacted no laws regulating the number | 
of its employees. The second Legislative Assembly, however, by the Act ap- | 


proved March 4th, 1891 (2nd Sess. 170) prescribed as follows: 

Section 1. The officers and employees of the Senate shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, President Pro Tem, a Secretary, an Assistant Secretary, and a Sergeant-at- 
Arms, an Enrollment Clerk, an Engrossing Clerk, one Doorkeeper, one Janitor, one 
Day Watchman, one Night Watchman, one Chaplain, two Pages and four Com- 
mittee Clerks. 


Section 2. The officers and employees of the House of Representatives - 


shall consist of a Speaker, Speaker Pro Tem, Chief Clerk, Assistant Chief Clerk, 
and a Sergeant-at-Arms, an Enrolling Clerk, and Engrossing Clerk, one door- 
keeper, one Janitor, one Day Watchman, one Night Watchman, one Chaplain, and 
as many Committee Clerks and Pages as the “House from time to time, may 
require.

The Code Commission reported a law fixing the number of officers and em- Ht 


ployees of the Senate, and of the House of Representatives, which law is to be 
found in Sections 62 and 63 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1907. But, by the 
Act approved February 16, 1895, which by virtue of the provisions of the Re- 
vised Codes of Montana, Section 3565, became an amendment to the code, the 
number of employees of the House was changed to correspond with the number 


fixed by the Act of February 16, 1895, which is embodied in the provisions of |} 
Sections 65 and 66 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1907. Im these two sec- |} 


tions, the Legislature provides that the Senate and House may each employ 
as many committee clerks and pages as each may from time to time require. 
During the Session at which the Codes were adopted, the Fourth Legislative As- 
sembly, it is a matter of current knowledge that large numbers of committee 
clerks were from time to time employed by both Houses in the way of preparing 
Bills for the amendment to Codes and enrolling the Codes after their adoption. 


From 1895 to the present time, it has been the practice, without question, — 


however, for each House of the Legislative Assembly to employ from time 
to time such number of committee clerks and employees as the House deter- 
inined for itself. 


The Thirteenth Legislative Assembly was the first assembly occupying the 
new Capitol wings, and in order to promptly carry on the business of the As- 


sembly, it found it necessary, to employ a larger number of doorkeepers, jani- — 


tors and watchmen, as well as committee clerks and pages. By an Act approved 
February 27, 1913, (Chapter 37, Session Laws 13th Sess., 52) the Legislative As- 
sembly directed per diem payment to such committee clerks, doorkeepers, jani- 
tors and watchmen as might from time to time, be required by each House. Act-. 


ing under this law, the employ ees of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly were 


paid in accordance with the pay roll, certified to by the presiding officer and 
Sergeant-at-Arms of each House. Thus it appears from the records of the 


Legislative Assembly that there has been a continuous legislative construction a 


of the provisions of the Constitution to the effect that the number of em- 
ployees designated as committee clerks, pages, doorkeepers, watchmen and 
janitors, might from time to time be altered by each House of the Legislative 
Assembly as the business of the House demanded, without the enactment of a 
law designating the maximum number to be employed. 


During each session of the Legislature there has been passed and approved 
by the Governor an appropriation Bill appropriating a lump sum for the pay- 


| 
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ment of the Legislative employees, out of which appropriation the State Auditor | 


has paid the employees upon certificates from the presiding officer and Ser- — 


geant-at-Arms of the respective Houses. Thus there has always been a con- 


tinuous executive construction of the constitutional provision in favor of the 


contention that the Legislature had the power to confer upon the Houses the 


right to designate the number of respective employees from time to time as the — 
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business of the House justified, without the enactment of a law designating 
the maximum number. 

In view of this contemporaneous and continuous construction of the powers 
of the Legislature, by both of the Legislative and Executive departments for a 
period of twenty years, the majority of your committee believes that the Legis- 
lative Assembly in thus leaving to each House the right to designate the num- 
ber of its employees from time to time as its business demands, is clearly within 
the exercise of the power conferred by the Constitution upon the Legislative De- 
partment of the State. 

We are further strengthened in our opinion as to the correctness of this 
practical interpretation of the Constitutional provision by a consideration of the 
provisions as a whole. The Constitution provides that the Legislative Assembly 
shall prescribe by law the duties as well as the number of the employees, and 
yet, except in very few instances, there has been no attempt to specifically define 
the duties of the respective employees. Such function has been left to the 
rules of the respective Houses. Any other interpretation would lead to 
the absurdity of requiring the enactment of laws covering the details of Legis- 
lative routine which must from time to time vary with the changing conditions. 

Again, to hold that each employee must be specifically enumerated, and his 
duties prescribed in order that the statute shall not conflict with the consti- 
tutional provision, would be to place a narrow and technical construction upon 
the wording of the constitution, and would limit the powers of the Legislative 
branch of the Government in a manner which the framers of the Constitution 
clearly never contemplated. 

Such an interpretation, if sustained, will operate against, rather than in 
favor of an economical administration of the affairs of the Legislative Assem- 
bly. In order to provide for the exigencies and emergencies, certain to arise 
in the future, it will be necessary to designate in any Bill, providing the spe- 
cific number of employees, the maximum number required during such emer- 
gency, or to enact special legislation on each several occasions. Thus the time 
of the Legislature would be exhausted by efforts to provide machinery for its 
operation. 

The Legislative Assembly is directly responsible to the people for the exer- 


_eise of the power vested in it, and should be the final judge in matters touching 


the conduct of the business peculiarly within its own province. 


We, therefore, recommend that upon further refusal by the State Auditor to 
draw his warrants, payable out of the appropriation for the salaries of the 
Legislative employees to the persons and for the sum certified to him by the 
presiding officer and the Sergeant-at-Arms of the House and Senate, respect- 
ively, steps be taken to present the question to the Supreme Court for its 
determination, to the end that the Legislative branch of the Government may 
be finally and definitely advised as to the powers conferred upon it by the 
Constitution, and that these powers may be exercised without interference from 
any other department of the Government.

all other clerical inaccuracies; the typewriting shall be done with a black record 


ribbon, pica type, upon plain linen finish paper, size 8 1-2.inches wide, and 13 | 


inches long; paper to weigh sixteen pounds to ream, with a margin 2 inches at 
the top, and one inch on each side; thirty lines of type to the page, but lines 
not numbered, and the Bill shall be covered with a blue manuscript cover upon 
which is written in capital letters the number and title. The duplicate shall 
accompany the original through both Houses, and to the Governor, who shall, if 
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| approved, sign.both the original and duplicate. The original will be filed with 
the Secretary of State, and the duplicate with the Clerk of the Supreme Court. 

Rule 24 shall be added and read as follows:

“After careful investigation, we find there are at least ‘sixteen ienegetbore 
needed at the present time. These machines, if bought even at the lowest possible 
price, would cost the State about Twelve Hundred Dollars. The interest of this 
money for a period of two years, together with the depreciation of the ma- 
ehines during this period, would amount to approximately Eight Hundred Dol- 
lars; therefore, in view of the necessity for economy and retrenchment, we ree- 
ommend the purchase of but three new Remington machines, and the renting 
ef thirteen. The machines can be rented for two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) 
each per month, and will be in number one condition, and satisfactory to our 
stenographers.

RESOLVED, That copies of this resolution be furnished to the press, and 
that an invitation be extended to the sportsmen of Montana, particularly the 
members of the organized Rod and Gun Clubs, to submit any suggestions or 
plans which they deem would be of benefit to the State should they be enacted 
into a law.

Their investigation shall include, and 
report thereon be made on all offices, bureaus, boards and commissions, the 
members of which are upon the pay rolls of the State. 


In the committee’s report of their findings to the Senate, they shall submit 
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any Bills for remedial legislation in their minds justified by the existing con- 
ditions, as found in this investigation. 

The committee shall have full power to summons witnesses, administer 
oaths, compel the attendance of any person or persons, and have full access to 
all public records.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 
The following communication from the Governor was received and read: 


January 18, 1915. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives of the Fourteenth Legislative As- 
sembly, Helena, Montana: 

On Friday, the fifteenth instant, the Senate adopted the following motion: 

“That the Senate Committee on Committees be instructed to name a special 
committee of three, who shall proceed at once upon a thorough investigation of 
the departments of the State Government, and that on or before the fortieth 
day of this Session, this.committee shall report back to the Senate the efficiency 
and the economy as to the administration of each department, and also as to 
the actual need or necessity of the existence of each and every department as 
viewed from the interest standpoint of the entire people of Montana. Their in- 
vestigation shall include, and report thereon be made on all offices, bureaus, 
boards and commissions, the members of which are upon the payrolls of the 
State. 

“In the committee’s report of their findings to the Senate, they shall submit 
any Bills for remedial legislation in their minds justified by the existing con- 
ditions as found in this inv estigation. The committee shall have full power 
to summon witnesses, administer “oaths, compel the attendance DE any person or 
persons, and have full access to all public records.” 

In conformity with the terms of the motion, a oda eee consisting of 
Senators Dwight, Edwards and Grande was duly appointed to carry out the pro- 
visions thereof. ‘The committee has not yet begun its work, and I take this 
opportunity to address your Honorable Body w ith relation thereto. 

The action of the Senate in this particular is a move in the right direction. 
A careful and complete investigation of all State offices and departments will 
most surely make for both efficiency and economy. Too often the people, and 
the Legislature as well, are unmindful of the fact that the business of the de- 
partments is largely done by mail, or by officers in the field, and the only 
actual knowledge of the methods and means of transacting the business is ob- 
tained. by correspondence, or by conversations with the officials at some at test: 
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about the State other than at the official headquarters. No adequate idea of 
the actual operation of an office or department can be thus obtained. 

I am sure that I voice the wish of every State official, elective or appoint- 
ive, when I say to you that we are not only willing to be investigated, but that 


‘we court the fullest and closest scrutiny of all. We welcome an opportunity 


to have the work of the various officials scanned and appraised at its true 
worth by those who are able and well qualified to pass judgment thereon. If 
the work is up to the standard, it will speak for itself; and if it is not of a proper 
degree of excellence, | assure you that we are most anxious to be advised of any 
possible deficiencies. All of this to the end that proper and necessary reforms 
may be wrought out, not alone by Legislative action, but by all possible admin- 
istrative and supervisory means. 

To justify the maintenance of any department, there should be necessity 


therefor, and efficiency as well as an economical administration thereof. No 


person has an inherent right to an office, and no office or department is sacred 
or should exist beyond the period of its usefulness, even though that office were 
created by you two years ago. It is for the law-making body to make such 
changes as may be necessary and expedient. It is for you to say what shall 
cr shall not be done. You can only arrive at an intelligent determination of 
these problems after proper investigation. 

The investigation, to be of real value to the State and to the taxpayers, to 
whom we are all ultimately responsible, should be full, comprehensive and fair. 
Partisanship should not obtain in any particular, and personalities should have no 


place. 


No political party has any known monopoly of efficiency and economy. The 
investigation should be impartial and non-partisan. Those engaged should be 
representative of the Legislature at large and thereby, at least indirectly, rep- 
resentative of the people rather than of any party or faction. This must be 
the case in order for the findings and = recommendations of the committee to 
have any convincing character, or to carry such weight with both Houses of your 
Honorable Body as to insure subsequent legislative enactment. This phase of 
the question suggests the advisability of having the different political parties 
represented, and of having the committee a joint one, with a membership. taken 
from both houses of this Assembly. 

I, therefore, respectfully sug evest to you that the membership of the com- 
mittee contemplated in the Dwight motion be enlarged by the addition thereto 
of « suitable number of members of the House of Representatives. 

Permit me to assure you that every official and employee of every depart- 
ment of State stands ready and w illing to render all possible assistance in the 
very important work under consideration. Many states have permanent effi- 
ciency commissions. Montana is scarcely ready for such a permanent Board, 
but a very good beginning may be made by this committee, and to that end 
we pledge you hearty and full co-operation. 

I again repeat what I said in my message on the second day of this Ses- 
sion: “This Legislature has an opportunity to make a record in financial effi- 
ciency.” I sincerely hope this may be so.

SENATE BILL NO. 6. 
Introduced by Burlingame. 


A Bill for an Act entitled: “An Act for the submission to the qualified 
electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section 6 of Article XIII 
of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to public indebtedness.” 
Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 

Section I. That Section 6, of Article XIII of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana be amended to read as hereinafter stated, and that the question of 
such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of Mon- 
tana at the next general e!ection. 

Section 2. That Section 6, of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be, and the same hereby is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 6. No city, town, township or school district shall be allowed to 
become mdebted in any manner, or for any purpose, to an amount ineluding 
existing indebtedness in the aggregate exceeding three per centum of the value 
of the taxable property therein, to be ascertained by the last assessment for the 
State and County taxes previous to the ineurring of such indebtedness, and all 
bonds or obligations im excess of such amount given by or on behalf of said 
city, town, township or school district shall be void; provided, however, that the 
Legislative Assembly may extend the limit mentioned in this Seetion by author- 
izing municipal corporations to submit the question to a vote of the tax payers 
affected thereby when such increase is necessary to construet a sewerage sys- 
tem, or to build bridges, or to procure a supply of water for such municipality, 
which shall own and control said water supply, and to devote the revenues de- 
rived therefrom to the payment of the debt.” 

Section 3. Separate official ballots shall be used at the general election 
to be held in November, 1916, which shall have printed thereon the words, “For 
the Amentment to the Constitution relating to Public Indebtedness,” and the

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words, “Against the amendment to the Constitution relating to Public Indebt- 
edness,’ and the elector shall designate his preference for either of the proposi- 
tions by making an “X” before the proposition desired. 
Section 4. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
Section 5. This Act shall take effect, and be in full force and effect from 
and after its passage and approval.

and such bonds may bear any rate of interest agreed upon by all of the owners 
whose lands are to be subject to such bond issue. Payments on any such issue 
of bonds for administrative purposes shall be the same per thousand as the 
payments for administrative purposes on‘all other issues.

_ “Ardent spirits or any compond thereof, ale, beer, wine, or intoxicating 
liquor or liquors of whatever kind shall not be manufactured in or introduced 
into the State of Montana for any purpose, except as hereinafter expressly per- 
mitted. Every person who sells, exchanges, gives, barters, or disposes of any 
ardent spirits or any compound thereof, ale, beer, wine, or intoxicating liquor 
of any kind to any person in the State of Montana, or who manufactures, or 
introduces into, or attempts to introduce into the State of Montana any ardent 
spirits, or any compound thereof, ale, beer, wine, or intoxicating liquor of any 
kind, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall be imprisoned 
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for not less than Twenty-five Dollars and costs, nor more than Three Hundred 
Dollars and costs for each offense; provided, however, that nothing in this 


- amendment contained shall apply to wine for sacramental purposes, lodge cere- 


monies, to pure alcohol for scientific purposes, or to the manufacture or sale 


of Jenatured alcohol.” 


Section 2. Separate official ballots shall be used at the General Election 


to be held in November, 1916, which shall have printed thereon the words, the 


first two of which in each instance shall be printed in capital letters as herein:

Congress was a measure looking to this end, in that the literacy test to which ob- 
jection was held states as follows: 

The following persons shall also be excluded from admission thereto, to-wit: 
All aliens over sixteen years of age, physically capable of reading, who can not 
read the English language, or some other language or dialect, including Hebrew 
er Yiddish; provided, that an admissible alien, or any alien heretofore, or here- 
after legally admitted, or any citizen of the United States, may bring in, or send 


for his father or grandfather over fifty-five years of age, his wife, his mother, — 


his grandmother, or his unmarried or widowed daughter, if otherwise admissible, 
whether such relative can read or not, and such relative shall be permitted 
to enter. That for the purpose of ascertaining whether aliens can read, the Immi- 
gration Inspectors shall be furnished with slips, of uniform size, prepared under 
the direction of the Secretary of Labor, each containing not less than thirty, 
nor more than forty words in ordinary use, printed in plainly legible type in some 
one of the various languages and dialects of immigrants. Each alien may desig- 


nate the particular language or dialect in which he diseres the examination to be | 


made, and shall be required to read the words. printed on the slip in such lan- 
guage or dialect.” 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That we sincerely regret that His Excellency, the 
President of the United States, deemed it advisable to veto this, which we con- 
sider a most important measure, and which the Congress of the United States 
considered so important; also that the veto failed of defeat by only five votes. 

Be It Further Resolved, That the object of a proper immigration law ought 
to be the securing of a careful and not perfunctory educational test, denoting 
some intelligent capacity to appreciate American institutions and act sanely as 
American citizens, believing that the measure quoted from above seeks nearest 
this object. 

Be It Further Resolved, That this Fourteenth Legislative Assembly desires 
to go, and hereby does go, upon record as favoring restricted immigration, and 
approves of the terms of House Resolution 6060 in seeking to attain that end; and, 

Be It Further Resolved, That a copy of these Resolutions be forwarded to 
His Excellency, the President of the United States, the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, our members of the United States Senate, and House of Repre- 
sentatives, and to representatives of the Associated Press.”

In consequence, it was necessary to copy the amendments from the Com- 
mittee report which had been, in the meantime, incorporated in the Senate Jour- 
nal. In the stress of closing up the business of the previous’ day yesterday 
morning, the Secretary did not have the time necessary to go through the Journal 
proceedings of the previous day, and thus the copying of the amendments to 
Senate Bill No. 67, which were incorporated in the report of the committee, were 
overlooked. 

Upon investigation, and consulting my notes, I find that I had turned the > 
Committee report over to one of the stenographers who failed to copy the amend- 
ments and return the report to me, and further, your Secretary, not being in- 
fallible, necessarily may make an occasional mistake.

Whereas, this year offers the tourists an opportunity to spend his money 
jn the United States; and 

Whereas, to take a trip across our vast domain enables our American citi- 
zens to more fully appreciate their native land; and,

Whereas, auto tourists are largely discouraged from making transcontinental 
trips because they are not allow ed the ereat. convenience of. passing through

The following communication from the Montana State Press Association | 
was received and read: 

T'o the Honorable Members of the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Fourteenth Legislative Assembly of Montana, 
Gentlemen: At the annual business meeting of the Montana State Press 

Association, held this day in the City of Helena, the following resolutions were 

unanimously adopted and are respectfully transmitted to your organization for 

your consideration: 

Whereas, it has come to the attention of the members of the Montana State 
Press Association that certain Bills have been introduced in the Fourteenth 
Legislative Assembly which are inimical to the interests of the printers and 
newspaper publishers of this State; and, 

Whereas, these Bills have been formulated and introduced without consulta- 
tion or conference with any of the organizations of the State representing the | 
printing and publishing business; and, ; 

Whereas, perusal of these measures shows that their passage can do inestim- 
able injury to the business of the printers and show upon their face that they 
have been evidently prepared by persons entirely unfamiliar with the business of 
printing and publishing; and, 

Whereas, it is the judgment of the members of this organization that the | 
passage of these measures would be unfair and can accomplish no good public 
purpose, but would inevitably result in serious injury to the printing business of 
Montana; and, 

Whereas, the present printing law, known as the Monteath Bill, was drawn | 
by a committee of the Legislature after a month or six weeks of careful study of 
the matter, we object strenuously, at this time, to any tinkering with it, and 
although when it was passed the prices of materials and labor were much lower 
than they are today, and some adjustment might be helpful to the printing and 
publishing trade, we are willing to let well enough alone until such time as a 
Committee or Commission may be appointed to revise the entire code of printing 
laws of this State. 


Whereas, there has been: established in connection with the Montana Uni- 
versity of Missoula the Montana School of Journalism, designed for the purpose 
of instructing the young men and women of the State of Montana who are desir- 
ous of following the profession of Journalism, which school of Journalism is 
now doing a splendid work, is magnificently organized, and officered, and has 
already attracted the favorable attention of the Journalistic profession in the 
entire western part of the United States; and, m . 


Whereas, it is imperative for the continued success of the said School of 
Journalism that a laboratory or workshop be established in connection with the 
said school for the purpose of instructing the students in Journalism in the 
mechanical or manual part of the profession; 


Therefore, Be it Resolved, by the Montana State Press Association that the 
members of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly be, and they are hereby respect- 
fully urgd to appropriate out of thé funds of the State the amount of $12,500 
for the purpose of establishing said laboratory. 

Whereas, there has been introduced in the Senate of the Fourteenth Legisla- 
tive Assembly Senate Bill No. 71, intended to correct a presént very serious 
defect in the law relating to newspaper libel in Montana; and, ; ; 

Whereas, the provisions of the said Setiate Bill No. 71 are in harmony with 
the newspaper fraternity in Montana, and are necessary for the safeguarding of 
the interests of newspaper publishers in this State; and, inasmuch as the provi- 
Sions of the said Senate Bill are eminently fair and just, and fully protect the 
interests of all persons who could be affected by the enactment of this measure; 

Therefore, Be it Resolved, by the Montana State Press Association that the 
members of the Senate and House of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly be 
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earnestly requested to support said Senate Bill No. 71, and use their endeavor to 


place the same upon the statute books of this State. 

Whereas, the Department of Agriculture and Publicity has, with but limited 
means at its command, performed a wonderful service in bringing to the attention

Senate Bills numbered 51, 64, 80 and 0, beg leave to report as follows: That 
said Bills have been correctly engrossed. Respectfully,

The Committee on Federal Relations submitted the followmg report on House 
Bill No. 153: 

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Federal Relations, having had under 
consideration House Bill No. 153, a Bill for an Act entitled: ‘An Act for the 
distribution to and among the several counties of the State of Montana entitled to 
receive the same, of the money derived from the National Forest Reserve in the 
State of Montana, now in the State Treasury, or hereafter received under any 
Act or Acts of Congress providing for the distribution by the Federal Government 
of moneys received from Forest Reserves or otherwise to any State for road and 
school purposes,” beg leave to report same back, with the recommendation that it 
do pass, with the following amendments: 

Amend the title to read as follows: A Bill for an Act entitled, “An Act 
to provide for the distribution among the several counties of Montana con- 
taining United States Forest Reserve Lands, all Forest Reserve moneys received 
from the general Government for the benefit of such counties; to designate the 
fund in which the County Treasurer in each county shall place said payments, 
and to fix the percentage of such payments in each fund; to correct errors of

Senate Chamber, Helena, Montana, February 11, 1915. 

Mr. President: Your Committee on Counties, Towns and Municipal Corpor- 
ations, having had under consideration Senate Bill No. 177, introduced by Fish- 
beck, being an Act entitled: “An Act concerning County Auditors, prescribing and 
enlarging their duties and powers, and transferring certain fiscal duties now per- | 
formed by the County Clerk to the office of County Auditor; to provide for the 
appointment of Deputy Auditor in counties of the fourth and fifth classes, and 
fix their compensation; prescribing certain duties of the State Examiner and 
the Board of County Commissioners in relation thereto; to amend Sections 2746, 
2747, 2748, 2753, 2768, Sub-section 5 of Section 2986, and Sections 2987, 2996, 
3007, 3104, 3108, 3179 and 3184, and to repeal Sub-section 4 of Section 3045, and 
Sub-sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 of Section 2953 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 
1907,” beg leave to report and recommend that same do pass, with the follow- 
ing amendments: 


Amend Section 14, by inserting on line six (6) Hebe after the words “who 
‘Shall,’ the word “wilfully.” 


In Section 16, by inserting i in line one thereof, after the word “shall” the 
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word “wilfully,” and also by inserting in line two thereof, after the word “or” 


and before the word “shall” the word “wilfully.” 


In Section 20, by adding after the word ‘Auditor,’ in the seventh or last 
line of said Section, the following words, “in all counties in which it is provided 
by law that there shall be a County Auditor.” 

Section 30, by adding thereto, after the figures “1915” on line two thereof, 


_ the following: “Provided, however, that the amendments and repeals in this Act 


set forth and provided shall not take effect in counties having a total assessed 
valuation of less than eight million dollars until such time as the Legislature 
shall create the office of County Auditor for such counties.” 
Section 31, by inserting in line one thereof, after the word “herewith,” the 
words “except as herein otherwise provided.”

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES. 

The Select Investigating Committee (of the Senate), appointed pursuant to 
a resolution introduced by Senator Dwight on January 15, 1915, for the purpose 
of investigating State Offices, Commissions, etc., submitted the following report: 

Helena, Montana, February 12, 1915. 
To the Honorable State Senate of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Montana. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate: We, your Committee appointed 
under and pursuant to a Resolution introduced by Senator Dwight on January 
15, 1915, for the purpose of making an investigation and report concerning the 
question of the efficiency and economy of the administration of the State of 
Montana in its various departments, respectfully report as follows: 

On January the 18th, 1915, subsequent to the adoption of such resolution 
by your Honorable Body, a resolution was introduced and adopted, providing 
that instead of a Senate Committee for the purpose of making the investigation 
called for, there should be a joint committee appointed by the House and Senate 
to make such investigation, inquiry and report. 

That at the time of the adoption of the last mentioned resolution providing 
for a Joint Investigating Committee, provision was also made by Resolution 
July and regularly adopted by this Body providing for the expenditure of a sum 
not exceeding One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars with which to defray the neces- 
sary expenses incurred incident to the employment of an attorney, clerks and 
accountants required in order to enable any such Committee to render efficient 
and intelligent service in the brief time allotted such a Commitee. 

That pursuant to the terms and provisions of the said Resolution so adopted 
on January 18, 1915, providing for a Joint Committee to conduct such investiga- 
tion of State affairs, the House of Representatives named the following three of 
its members to act upon such Committee, to-wit: FE. C, Day, C. F. Morris and 
A. D. McDonald. 

That after the appointment. so made by the House of Representatives of 
its members on such Joint Committee, the said Resolution providing for such 
investigation was referred by the House to the said Committee by it named 
on such joint Investigating Committee, and that said Committee of the House 
of Representatives held the matter in abeyance without action thereon until the 
5th day of February, 1915, or for a period of fifteen days before taking any action 
whatsoever respecting the same. 

That finally, on the 5th day of February, 1915, after such procrastination 
on the part of the Committee named by the House of Representatives, such Com- 
mittee made report of concurrence in the said Joint Resolution of the Senate 
with amendment proposed, which deprived the Joint Committee of the necessary 
aid and assistance to enable it to intelligently perform its functions by denying 
such Joint Committee the right to make any expenditures whatsoever for the 
employment of an attorney, clerks or accountants. 

Subsequently, on the 7th day of February, 1915, the Joint Committee duly 
and regularly convened with a majority of the Committee in attendance, and 
proceeded to a discussion of the question of the Committee’s power, prerogatives 
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and methods of procedure. That at such joint meeting, the members of the Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives evinced an inclination and desire ta 
thwart every endeavor made respecting such proposed investigation, and advised 
your Committee that they would be in readiness to attend meetings of the 
Committee whenever called, but that it was a matter entirely in the hands of 
your Committee as to how the investigation should be conducted, and the desired 
facts and information obtained. The members of the House of Representatives 
appointed on the Joint Investigation Committee have clearly evinced a disin- 
clination to in any manner aid or assist in the probe of State officials and De- 
partments, for the purpose of ascertaining the facts respecting the necessity, 
functions and duties of the various State officers, State employes, Bureaus and 
Departments, and of the expenditure of public funds incident to the operation 
and maintenance thereof. Upon principles of safe and sane business judg- 
ment, there should be no question or obstacle thrown in the way of a Legislative 
Committee in determining the necessity, efficiency, or extravagance of State 
Administrative Departments, unless the Administrative officers in power fear 
a. disclosure to the public of the facts. 

In consequence of the attitude assumed on the part of the members of the 
Joint Committee named by the House of Representatives, your Committee deter- 
mined that there must be merit in the necessity of a probe of State Officers and 


es 


Departments contemplated by the said Resolution; however, we have proceeded ~ 


alone in the investigation contemplated, with much difficulty, and at our indi- 
vidual expense, with the result that your Committee is now in possession of 
facts to convince it beyond peradventure of a doubt of the necessity of such as 
was contemplated by the Dwight Resolution in order that unnecessary expen- 
ditures of funds of the State of Montana may be curtailed in the administration 
of the affairs of State. 

Our examination discloses that the last Legislative Assembly created more 
useless officers and employees than have ever been provided for by any previous 
legislative Assembly. Although the State was amply provided with officers and 
employees with which to properly execute its functions and business in the year 
1913, yet the Democratic Legislative Assembly greatly increased the expense of 
the administration of the affairs of State by increase in salaries and employees, 
and by the creation of unnecessary new bureaus, officers and employees with 
resulting increase expense to the State. Such unnecessary employment of offi- 
cers and employees can only be accounted for by reason of a desire on the part 
of the Democratic party to more securely entrench itself in the administration 
of the affairs of the State Government. 

Your Committee is of the opinion that irrespective of party polities, the 
affairs of this State should be conducted alone on principles of economy and 
business judgment. The policy of creating offices or positions merely for the 
purpose of rewarding politicians is condemned. 

The Session Laws of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly clearly show the 
ruthless extravagance of that Body in increasing salaries of existing officers 
and employees, and. in the creation of new offices which can in no manner be 
justified upon business principles, or any theory, save and except the upbuilding 
of a political machine. 

The concentrated effort put forth in an endeavor to prevent an investigation 
of the business affairs of the State have been such as to astonish the individual 
members of your Committee, both in their capacity as citizens, and in their repre- 
sentative capacity. If there exists no reason or necessity for the examination of 
the various departments and offices of State, and if the records disclose that they 
have been conducted honestly and economically, why should they not one and 
all step forward and invite the closest scrutiny? 


Your Committee are unequivocally of opinion that much can and should 
be done by way of retrenchment in the cost of the administration of the affairs 
of State, and yet, to our surprise, the House of Representatives, without investi- 
gation or consideration of meritorious retrenchment measures passed by this 
Body, have consistently refused to investigate the merits of such measures, or 
to give the same approval, and have uniformly reported non-concurrence in such 
proposed legislation. ’ 
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Although the purpose of the Joint Committee has been heralded in the press 

_ of this State, and is a matter of daily discussion at the State Capitol, and in 

the City of Helena, no officer or employee of the State has come forward to 

offer aid or assistance to the Committee, or to justify the necessity of any par- 

ticular office, or the necessity of the continuance thereof, or of the expenses 

incident thereto, save and except J. M. Kennedy, the Secretary of the Bureau 
-of Publicity. 

The exception in this individual case is so noted by your Committee in com- 
parison with the attitude of other Departments, that we have deemed it proper 
to make special notice thereof. He is the only State Officer, head of a Depart- 

ment, or employee, who has approached your Committee and courted investiga- 
tion and inquiry respecting the administration of the affairs of his department 
in accordance with the terms and provisions of the Joint Resolution providing 
the creation and authority of your Committee in connection with the proposed 
Joint Investigation of State affairs. Your Committee has accepted his invita- 
tion to examine into the conduct of the business and affairs of his department, 
and, irrespective of politics, is frank to state, that this department is useful and 
beneficial to the State of Montana in the administration of its business and 
affairs, and that it has been conducted economically and efficiently under the 
direction of its present secretary. The views of your Committee with respect 
to this particular department must be convincing with regard to the desire of 
the Committee to be fair and impartial in the proposed investigation of the 
affairs of State irrespective of politics. 

Some of the figures which we have obtained under more or less difficulties, 
disclose the extravagance of the present administration, and are exceedingly inter- 
esting. The following figures are submitted for your consideration, bearing upon 
the subject of your Committee’s investigation:

In addition to exorbitant expenditures made during the past two years in 
the administration of the affairs of State from the State Treasury, it should be 
noted that additional burdens by way of expenditures not shown by any figures 
available were made by direct tax upon the various counties of the State incident 
to the support of various State Boards and Departments. As an illustration of 
such increased expenditures placed upon counties not shown by State records, 
Missoula County has made statement through its Board of County Commissioners. 
that the expense incident to the administration of State Laws in the year 1914 
was increased $24,000.00 annually. Such increased county expense relates more 
particularly to the administration of the affairs of the Weights and Measures 
Department, Grain Inspector; Meat and Milk Inspector, Department of Public 
Health, and the like. 

The House members of your Committee have in every manner thwarted the 
investigation proposed by the original Senate Resolution in an endeavor of 
your Committee to make a complete and comprehensive investigation of the 
affairs of State; ffi consequence whereof, we have been compelled to devote our 
individual time and attention and efforts inorder to obtain facts and figures 
to enable us to submit an intelligent report. We have been compelled personally, 
at our individual expense, to employ ¢.erks and assistance to aid us in the con- 
duct of the investigation, so as to permit of the presentation of a comprehensive 
report of the subject embraced in the original Resolution, and as a result of the 
investigation and inquiry pursued by us, we are unqualifiedly of opinion that 
the Resolution introduced originally was justified. 

In conclusion, your Committee hereby recommends the abolishment of the 
present Tax Commission, the authority of which can only be duplicated in the 
same authority granted by law to the Clerk of the Board of Equalization and 
a completion of the formation of this Department will add 123 employees to the 
present payroll.

upon future taxation upon said lands, and costs shall be allowed to the plaintiff in 
the same manner as other civil actions.” 


(i) From any such judgment or decree an appeal may be taken to the 
Supreme Court by any party thereto at any time within ten days of the entry of 
said judgment or decree. Such appeal shall be taken, perfected and heard in the 
manner prescribed by the Civil Code of Procedure governing appeals from the 
District Court to the Supreme Court. If no such appeal be taken within the time 
aforesaid, or if taken, the judgment or decree of the District Court shall be 
affirmed by the Supreme Court, such judgment or decree shall be forever con- 


clusive upon the parties thereto.

Senate Joint Resolution No. 10, introduced by Byrnes: Whereas, soon after 
the commencement of the War which is now being waged in Europe, certain of 











the belligerent nations began, and continued, the seizure of ships sailing under the — | 
American and other neutral flags carrying copper from America to European — | 


nations not involved in the war, which seizures resulted in almost the entire 
cessation of copper shipments to neutral countries, and such narrowing of the 
legitimate foreign markets with the restricted demand in this country threatened 
to make impossible the continuance of the copper production in this country, 
even at the then curtailed rate, thus most seriously crippling one of the main 
industries of Montana, and bringing further disaster to our people; and, 
Whereas, largely through the prompt, energetic and able protests of Montana’s 
senators and representatives in Congress, the Honorable Henry lL. Meyers, the 
Honorable Thomas J. Walsh, and the Honorable Tom Stout and the Honorable 
John M. Evans, and their clear exposition of the injustice and indefensibility of 
such action of the warring nations in interfering with commerce under neutral 
flags and between neutral nations, the State Department of the United States made 
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emphatic protests against such conduct, and notified the offending nation that 
such interference with our commerce would no longer be tolerated, which protest 
has resulted in at least partial, and promises in the near future full relief from 
such situation ; 


Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved, that the Legislative Assembly of the State 


of Montana does hereby emphatically commend the action of, and the assistance 
-rendered by Montana Senators and Rrepresentatives, and does hereby express the 


indebtedness of the State to them, and does hereby commend the Department of 
State of the United States for the firm stand taken by it upon a matter so vital 
to Montana’s interest, and does further urge that continued vigilance be exercised, 
to the end that there be no further interference of this character with commerce 
in the products of Montana’s industries. 


Be It Further Resolved, that a copy hereof be transmitted by the Secretary 
of State, of the State of Montana, to Montana Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, and to the Department of State of the United States.

Helena, Montana, February 16, 1915. 

Mr. President: We, a minority of your Committee on Public Morals, having 
had under consideration Senate Bill No. 135, introduced by Stevens, entitled; “An | 
Act to prevent pool selling, betting, or wagering of any money or other valuable | 
thing upon the result of any horse race, or other contest of speed, skill or endurance 
of any animals, and to prohibit any one from transferring, or transmitting any | 
information for the purpose of having bets or wagers made, paid, recorded, reported 
or registered, and to make this Act apply to all races, or contests held, or conducted | 
within this State, and to those races and contests held out of the State of Montana; 
and to provide for the punishment of those who violate the provisions of this Act,” | 
beg leave to report: 

The purposes of this Bill are so evident and plain as to leave no room for 
doubt. 'The measure is intended to eradicate the evil known as race track 
gambling. For many years gambling in all forms save this one has been prohibited 
in this State, and we can see no legitimate reason for the continuance of a 
system of gambling, insidious in its character, under the promotion of race and fair 
associations. 

If report be true, and it can scarcely be doubted, race track gambling, as | 
conducted in Montana. brings within its grasp, and under its baneful influence, 
the youth and women of communities where conducted. | 

In the days of licenses gambling in Montana, when the gambling houses never | 
closed their doors, the pioneers of Montana, car eful of the surroundings of women, — 
and watchful of the youth, prohibited the presence of women and minors in that 
character of places. 


Under race track gambling, minors are permitted to become employees of the 
race and fair associations, to solicit bets, and are rapidly being educated to live 
a life unworthy of our best efforts. 


Not alone are the youth being influnced, but the women are permitted to min- 
gle around the betting ring, where the only result possible, is to lower and degrade. 


The promoters of race meetings have failed to conduct their business in a 
manner to merit approval. Many of these evils could be eradicated by the man- 
agements. Their own negligent and short-sighted policy has made the race track 
gambling odious to. all. 
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Gambling is not necessary.to any test of speed, nor to the better breeding 
of animals, but if it is, it should be conducted free from licensed authority, and 
without the aid of those whose only interest is to live without labor. 

To dwell upon the evils of race track gambling is to recite that which is 
within the knowledge of every Senator. No valid reason can be assigned why the 
State should, in any instance, become a partner, or in any event authorize this 
form of gambling to longer continue. 

We, a minority of your Committtee, recommend that Senate Bill No. 135 do 
pass. STEVENS, 
FISHBECK.

and Claims’, the words ‘or the House Committtee on Appropriations’, making 
this sentence read: ‘Said reports shall be filed with the Senate Committee on 
Finance and Claims, or the House Committee on Appropriations for the use of all 
members of each House,” and that bill, as amended, do pass.

The Joint Committtee on Compensation submitted the following report : 
Helena, Montana, February 17, 1915. 

To. The Senate and House of Representatives: We, your Committee, to 
whom was referred all compensation laws introduced in this Fourteenth Legislative 
Assembly, respectfully beg leave to report as follows: 

After extended hearings, at which the representatives of employers and 
employees of the State expressed their views to the Committtee on this important 
subject, we are prepared to set forth the reasons which determine our final action 
on the subject. 

The primary question submitted to us for determination was whether the law 
which should meet our approval would be elective or compulsory. It was argued 
with much force on behalf of the advocates of the compulsory system that such a 
law would be more uniform in operation, more far reaching in its protection of 
injured workmen, and more just to those employers who sought to be fair with their 
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employees, than any other system of compensation which we might adopt. We 


concede the force of all these arguments, but we are constrained to admit that there 


is a grave doubt as to the constitutionality of any compulsory law. It was 


forcefully argued before our Committee that the laboring people of Montana, 
who are perhaps more interested than any other class in the operation of the law, 
were willing to take all the chances on the question of the law’s constitutionaltity. 

We can not support that line of reasoning. First, because we are not legisla- 


ting in the interest of one class of people alone, end secondly, because such a L} 


statement on the part of the representatives of labor is not wholly supported by 
the facts. We believe that the last thing that an injured workman, or his depend- 
ants, should desire is uncertain or doubtful compensation which might be swept 


away, and leave them divested of all rights by a decision of the Supreme Court | 


of the United States. 

That there is a difference in the opinions of courts and eminent lawyers upon 
this subject is conceded by all, and in view of that fact, we believe that we would 
not be justified in adopting any measure concerning the validity of which such a 


known doubt exists. For these reasons, and no other, we have endorsed the elec- 


tive form of compensation, believing that such a law will be in effect compulsory, 
as no prudent employer can afford to refrain from availing himself of the provi- 
sions of this Act. With his common law and statutory defenses removed, it would 


indeed, be hazardous, for any employer, operating in any of the hazardous ~ 


occupations, to stand out from under the operation of the law; even if he should 
do so, his employees still enjoy much greater rights than they do under the 


existing system, for in case of injury, such an employer could scarcely escape 


responsibility to the injured workman, or his dependents. Under the present 
law, such an employer will escape liability in a large percentage of the cases of 
injury through availing himself of the defenses of assumption of risk, fellow 


servant doctrine, or contributory negligence, but under the law which we propose, | 


these defenses will all be taken away from him. Farther than this, no legislative 
enactment can go without clearly contravening the Fourteenth Amendment of 
the Federal Constitution. ° 


The second question which we were : Pulled upon to determine was the sched- | 


ule of compensation which should prevail in the proposed bill. That we found 
to be a difficult problem; naturally, there was a wide divergence of opinion among 
the people who appeared before us at the public hearing. The representatives of 
labor contended for a higher schedule of compensation, while the employer contended 
for a more moderate schedule, 


In the consideration of this subject, we were not unmindful of the fact 
that the whole subject of compensation laws is in its infancy, and that it would be 
well to proceed in this manner with some degree of caution. No compensation 
schedule which this Assembly can adopt, will ever reimburse the mained and in- 


jured employee for his pain and suffering, and loss, and in common with all right — 


thinking people, we regret our inability to endorse a schedule that would be approved 


by our sympathies rather than our reason. However, if we take into consideration. 


the available statistics showing the percentage of accidents in industries and 
calculate therefrom the sums of money to become due under any of the proposed 
compensation laws, the stupendous totals of such compensation when reckoned over 
a period of years will suggest to the most enthusiastic advocate of liberal, compensa- 
tion, the necessity of a degree of caution. 


In making any comparison between the drain on industries due to accidents 
under existing conditions, and under the operations of a compensation law, it should 
be bourne in mind that under the present system relatively very few accidents 
are ultimately charged against the employer, and even though he is sometimes held 
liable for a large sum in damages, the average, by comparison with any suggested 
schedule of compensation is very low. In addition to this, under a system of 
compensation, all accidents extending~over a greater period than two weeks will be 
charged against the employer, and those of lesser duration will also be a charge 
upon him for medical and surgical services. In practical operation, under the 
present condition, the employee who is slightly injured makes no claim for his in- 
juries, and suffers his loss, including loss of wages, in silence, believing that a 
claim for damages might jeopardize his future employment. Under a compensation 
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law, that condition no longer prevails, and the statistics of those states which have 
a compensation law show a surprising percentage of all the cost of compensation 
law is paid for the lesser injuries. We think the employees of this State, or at least 
their representatives before this Joint Committee, failed to give this fact the 
consideration to which it is entitled. 

A third factor which we took into consideration in arriving at our decision 


; is the necessity for legislation that will be so complete and specific in its terms 


eo 


as to leave as little as possible to the determination of any court proceedings. 
We are fully convinced that both the employes and the employer want to know as 
nearly as possible their exact rights under any legislation which we adopt. 

On deliberate consideration of all of the foregoing factors, we unqualifiedly 
endorse to you Substitute for Senate Bill Number 74, and House Bill Number 135, 
by Hogan and Eliel, the basis of which is Senate Bill No. 74, with amendments 
taken in substance from House Bill number 136, increasing death benefits, from 
three hundred and fifty to four hundred weeks, thereby adding Five Hundred 
Dollars to the maximum, and also compensation in cases of permanent or total 
disability which provided for payments for four hundred weeks, by adding Five 
Dollars per week for the remainder of life. 

At the request of the railway employees, and with the approval of the repre- 
sentatives of railroads, we have substituted for Section 17 (e) the following: 

“Section 17 (e). The provisions of this Act shall not apply to any railroads 
engaged in interstate commerce, except that railroad construction work shall be in- 
cluded in, and subject to the provisions of this Act.” 

We take the liberty of suggesting to the members of this Assembly, and 
through you to the people of Montana, that this vitally important subject should 
receive the careful consideration of all of our citizenship, and that no spirit of 
ill will, or animosity should enter into either the public or private discussion of this 
enactment. In order to be most efficiently administered, after its enactment, it 
should have the vigorous hearty moral support of the entire community, leaving 
to the future such modifications and improvements.as increasing’ knowledge will 
later Suggest. It is one of the mighty factors that ought to lead to industrial 
peace, a condition greatly to be desired by every good citizen. T’o accomplish that 
result, however, we should be impartial and dispassionate in our consideration of 
the subject, and neither the employer, nor the employee should have any public en- 
couragement in any effort to discredit whatever may prove to be the final judgment 
of this legislative assembly. 

The people of the State of Montana expect of this Assembly the enactment 
of a compensation law. We will be derelict in our duty if we fail to enact such 
a measure. The proposed law is necessarily of great length, and any amendments 
would have to be considered in their relation to the provisions of the entire act, 
and their proper consideration would require considerable time. and perhaps the 
recommitment of the bill to a Committee; such a course might imperil the final 
enactment of the law. 


We, therefore, strongly urge that the bill as approved by your Committee, 
be adopted without amendment.

Mr. President: I am directed by the House to inform your Honorable Body | 
that the Joint Committee, to whom was referred all compensation laws introduced 
in this Fourteenth Legislative Assembly this day submitted the following report: | 

After extended hearings, at which the representatives of employers and em- 
ployees of the State expressed their views to the Committee on this important — 
subject, we are prepared to set forth the reasons which aeteeee our final actions 
on this subject. 

The primary question submitted to us for determination was whether the lawl 
which should meet our approval would be. elective or compulsory. It was argued ~ 
with much force on behalf of the advocates of the compulsory system that such 
a law would be more uniform in operation, more far-reaching in its protection of 
injured workmen, and more just to these employers who sought to be fair with their 
employees, than any other system of compensation which we might adopt. We 
concede the force of all these arguments, but we are constrained to admit.that there 
is a grave doubt as to the constitutionality of any compulsory law. It was force- — 
fully argued before our Committee that the laboring people of Montana, who are 
perhaps more interested than any other class in the operation of the law, were 
willing to take all the chances on the question of the Law’s constitutionality. 


We can not support that line of reasoning. First, because we are not legislat- 
ing in the interest of one class of people alone, and, secondly, because such a 
statement on the part of the representatives of labor is not wholly supported by 
the facts. We believe that the last thing that an injured workman, or his depen- 
dents should desire, is uncertain or doubtful compensation, which might be swept 
away, and leave them divested of all rights by a decision of the Supreme Court | 
cf the United States. 


That there is a difference in the opinions of the courts and eminent lawyers 


B 
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| } upon this subject is conceded by all, and in view of that fact, we believe that we 
' would not be justified in adopting any measure concerning the validity of which 
such a known doubt exists. For these reasons, and no other, we have endorsed 
the elective form of compsnsation, believing that such a law will be in effect com- 
pulsory, as no prudent employer can afford to refrain from availing himself of the 
-provisions of this Act. With this common law and statutory defenses removed, 
it would, indeed, be hazardous occupations, to stand out from under the operation 
_ of the law; even if he should do so, his employees still enjoy much greater rights 
than they do under the existing system, for in case of injury, such employer could 
searcely escape responsibility to the injured workman, or his dependents. Under 
| 2 the present law, such an employer will escape liability in a large percentage of the 
cases of injury through availing himself of the defenses of assumption of risk, 
fellow servant doctrine, or contributory negligence, but under the law which we 
| propose, three defenses will all be taken away from him. Farther than this, no 
legislative enactment can go without clearly contravening the Fourteenth amend- 
ment of the Federal Constitution. 

The second question which we were called upon to determine was the schedule 
| of compensation which should prevail in the proposed bill. That we found to be 

a different problem. Naturally, there was a wide divergence of opinion among 
the psople who appeared before us at the public hearing. The representatives of 
labor contended for a high schedule of compensation, while the employer contended 
for a more moderate schedule. 

In the consideration of this subject, we were not unmindful of the fact that 

| the whole subject of compensation laws is in its infancy, and that it would be 
'~ well to proceed in this matter with some degree of caution. No compensation 
schedule which this Assembly can adopt will ever reimburse the maimed and 
injured employee for his pain and suffering and loss, and in common with all 
_vight thinking people, we regret our inability to endorse a schedule that would 
__ be approved by our sympathies rather than our reason. However, if we take into 
consideration the available statistics showing the percentage of accidents in in- 
| dustries, and calculate therefrom the sums of money to become due under any 
| of the proposed compensation laws, the stupendous totals of such compensation, 
__ when reckoned over a period of years, will suggest to the most enthusiastic advo- 
cate of liberal compensation, the necessity of a degree of caution. 
In making any comparison between the drain on industries due to accidents 
under existing conditions, and under the operations of a compensation law, it 
_ should be borne in mind that under the present system relatively very few acci- 
dents are ultimately charged against tne employer, and even though he is some- 
times held liable for a large sum in damages, the average by comparison witn any 
suggested schedule of compensation is very low. Im addition to this, under a 
system of compensation, all accidents extending over a greater period than two 
' weeks will be charged against the employer, and those of lesser duration will 
| also be a charge upon him for medical and surgical services. In practical opera- 
} tion, under the present condition, the employee who is slightly injured makes no 
_ claim for his injuries, and suffers his loss, including loss of wages, in silence, 
| believing that a claim for damages might jeopardize his future employment. 
' Under a compensation law, that condition no longer prevails, and the statistics 
| of those states which have a compensation law show a surprising percentage of all 
| the cost of compensation law is paid for the lesser injuries. We think the em- 
| ployees of this State, or at least their representatives before this Joint Commit- 
_ tee, failed to give this fact the consideration to which it is entitled. 


A third factor which we took into consideration in arriving at our decision 
is the necessity for legislation that will be so complete and specific in its terms 
. so as to leave as little as possible to the determination of any court proceedings. 
We are fully convinced that both the employee and the employer want to know 
as nearly as possible their exact rights under any legislation which we adopt. 


On deliberate consideration of all of the foregoing factors, we unqualifiedly 
| endorse to you substitutes for Senate Bill Number 74, and House Bill Number 
136, by Hogan and Eliel, the basis of which is Senate Bill No. 74, with amend- 
ments taken in substance from House Bill No. 136, increasing death benefits 


from three hundred and fifty to four hundred weeks, thereby adding five hun- 
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dred dollars to the maximum and also compensation in cases of permanent or 
total disability which provided for payments for four hundred weeks by adding 
five dollars per week for the remainder of life, 

At the request of the railway employees, and with the approval of the repre- 
sentatives of railroads, we have substituted for Section 17-E the following: 

“Section 17-E. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to any railroads 
engaged in interstate commerce, except that railroad construction work shall be 
included in, and subject to the provisions of this Act. 

We take the liberty of suggesting to the members of this Assembly, and 
through you to the people of Montana, that this vitally important subject should 
receive the careful consideration of all of our citizenship, and that no spirit of 
ill will or animosity should enter into either the public or private discussion of 
this enactment. In order to be most efficiently administered after its enactment, 
it should have the vigorous hearty moral support of the entire community, leav- 
ing to the future such modifications and improvements as increasing knowledge 
will later suggest. It isi one of the mighty factors that ought to lead to indus- 
trial peace, a condition greatly to be desired by every good citizen. To accomplish 
that result, however, we should be impartial and dispassionate in our considera- 
tion of the subject, and neither the employer nor the employee should have any 
public encouragement in any effort to discredit whatever may prove to be the 
final judgment of this Legislative Assembly. . 

The people of the State of Montana expect of this Assembly the enactment 
of a compensation law. ‘We will be derelict in our duty if we fail to enact such 
a measure. The proposed law is necessarily of great length, and any amend- 
ments would have to be considered in their relation to the provisions of the entire 
act, and their proper consideration would require considerable time, and, perhaps, 
the re-commitment of the Bill to a Committee. Such a course might imperil the 
final enactment of the law. . 

We, therefore, strongly urge that the Bill, as approved by your Committee, 
be adopted without amendment. Respectfully submitted,

Mr. President: We, your Committee appointed to investigate the State 
printing contracts, beg to submit the following report: 

In the very short time allowed us for this investigation it was, of course, im- 
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possible for us to make the thorough examination the matter should have; how- 
ever, we went into the details of the last printing contract made by the State, 
and ascertained the following facts: 

That in letting the contract for State printing, no specifications as to quan- 
tity or quality of the articles wanted were given the bidders, the law not spe- 
cifically requiring that this be done. To us, it seems that when the very essen- 
tials are omitted, necessary to make the proper bid, for bids are made in bulk, 
so to speak, it becomes impossible for any one, either the bidder, or the sub- 
mitter of bids, to arrive at an intelligent interpretation of what is wanted, or 
what the prices should be, and leaves the matter open to any construction that 
either party desires to place upon it. 

From the tabulation of the reports, we find that in many instances none of 
the bidders on the last printing contract made their bids on the quantity or 
quality of the supplies desired, and just how either the bidder or the submitter 
arrived at any conclusion in the matter, we are unable to determine. 

The laws on the Statute Books relating to State printing are not as explicit 
as they should be, and, therefore, we are today submitting a Bill which it is 
believed will obviate the necessity of further investigation of these contracts.

Section 2, line 25, to be amended by inserting after the 
word “surveyor,” the words: “But if the County Surveyor is incompetent, some | 
competent engineer, designated by the County Commisioners.” Section 2, line 30, 
to be amended by inserting after the word “‘surveyor” the words “But if the 
County Surveyor is incompetent, some competent engineer designated by the 
County Commissioners.” 


(3). Amend Section 38, by striking out the entire section, and substituting 
in lieu thereof the following: “Whenever twenty per cent (20%) of the regis- 
tered electors of any county of this State, not later than ninety (90) days before 
any regular school election, shall petition the Board of County Commissioners, 
requesting that the County be organized into special road districts as provided 
under this Act, the County Commissioners shall call an election to be held in all 
the school districts of the county at the next regular school election; said elec- 
tion shall be conducted in accordance ‘with the general election laws of the State; 
the County Clerk shall give twenty (20) days’ notice of such election by publi- 
cation in the official paper of the county that the question of organizing the 
county into special road districts will be submitted to the qualified electors of 
such school districts at said next regular school election. The qualified electors 
shall vote by ballot for or against the organizing of the county into special road 
districts. An elector desiring to vote for such adoption shall do so by marking 
“X” on his ballot before the phrase “For the creation of special road districts;” 
an elector desiring to vote against such adoption shall do so by marking “X” on 
his ballot before the phrase “Against the creation of special road districts;” pro- 
viding that the registered electors hereinbefore mentioned shall not include any 
registered electors residing within the limits of an incorporated town or city 
within the county.”

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(4). Amend Section 4, lines 41, 42, 43 and 44 up to the word “it,” by strik- 
ing ont all of said lines, and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 4. After the election, the ballots shall be counted, and the re- 
turns of the said election shall be forwarded to the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, who shall, within ten days, proceed to canvass same, and if a majority 
of the votes cast at the election are in favor of dividing the county into special 
road districts, then the preceding sections of this Act shall become effective in 
so far as that county is concerned, and it shall be the duty of the Board. of 
County Commissioners to immediately proceed to divide the county into road 
districts.”

such bank under his hand and seal of office to make good such impairment or 
deficiency within sixty days after the date of such requisition.

Whenever the Superintendent of Banks shall have reason to conclude that 
any bank is in an unsound or unsafe condition to transact business for which 
it is organized, or that it is unsafe or inexpedient for it to continue business 
the Superintendent of Banks may forthwith take possession of the property and 
business of such bank and retain such possession until such bank shall resume 
_ business, or its affairs be finally liquidated, as herein provided. 

On the taking possession of the property and business of any such bank or 
banking corporation, the Superintendent of Banks shall forthwith give notice 
of such fact to any and all banks or banking corporations holding, or in posses- 
sion of any assets of such bank. No bank or banking corporation knowing of 
such taking possession by the Superintendent of Banks, or notified as aforesaid, 
shall have a lien or charge for any payment, advance or clearance’ thereafter 


made, or liability ther tatters incurred, against any of the assets of the bank whose — 


property and business the Superintendent of Banks shall have taken possession, 
as aforesaid. Such bank may, with the consent of the Superintendent of Banks, 
resume business upon such condition as may be approved by him. 


Upon the taking possession of the property and business of such bank the Su- 
perintendent of Banks is authorized to collect moneys due to such bank, and to 
do such other acts as are necessary to conserve its assets and business, and shall 
proceed to liquidate the affairs thereof, as hereinafter provided. The Superin- 
tendent shall collect a!l debts due and claims belonging to it, and upon order of 
the District Court, may sell or compound all bad or doubtful debts, and on like 
order, may sell all the real and personal property of such bank, and on such terms 
as the court shall direct, and may, if necessary to pay the debts of such bank, 
enforce the individual liability of the stockholders by action to be brought within 
three years after the date of his taking possession of the affairs of such bank. 


The Superintendent of Banks may, under his hand and official seal, appoint 
cne or more special deputy superintendents of banks as agent or agents to assist 
him in the duty of liquidation and distribution, the certificate of appointment to 
be filed in the office of the Superintendent of Banks, and a certified copy in the

i' The Superintendent of Banks shall mail a copy of such notice to all per- 
sons whose names appear as creditors upon the books of such bank. If the Su- 
_ perintendent of Banks doubts the justice and validity of any claim, he may 
_ reject the same and serve notice of such rejection upon the claimant, either by 
~ mail or personally. An affidavit of the service-of such notice shall be prima facie 
~ evidence thereof, and shall be filed with the Superintendent of Banks. An action 
upon a claim so rejected must be brought within six months after such service. 


: + CJaims presented after the expiration of the time fixed in the notice to creditors 
_ shall be entitled to share ratably in the distribution to the extent of the assets

Upon taking possession of the property and assets of such bank, the Superin- 


~ tendent of Banks shall make an inventory of the assets of such bank in dupli- 





eate, one to be filed in the office of the Superintendent of Banks, and one in the 
' office of the Clerk of the District Court:of the County in which the principal 

office of such bank is located. Upon the expiration of the time fixed for the 
presenation of claims, the Superintendent of Banks shall make it duplicate a full 
and complete list of the claims presented, including and specifying such claims 


as have been rejected by him, one to be filed in the office of the Superintendent of 


Banks, and one in the office of the Clerk of the District Court of the County in 
which the principal office of such bank is located; such inventory and list of 
claims shall be open at all reasonable times for inspection. 

The compensation of the special deputy superintendents, counsel, and other 


officers and assistants, and all expenses of supervision and liquidation, shall be 





fixed by the Superintendent of Banks on notice to such bank, and shall, upon his 
certificate, be paid out of the funds of such bank in his hands. 

. The sums collected by the Superintendent of Banks, shall, from time to time, 
be deposited in one or more banks located in this State, and approved by the Su- 
perintendent of Banks. 

At any time after the expiration of the date fixed for the presentation of 
claims, the Superintendent of Banks, may out of the funds remaining in his 
bands after the payment of expenses, declare one or more dividends, and after the 
expiration of one year from the date of the first publication of notice to creditors, 
he may declare a final dividend. 

Objections to any claim not rejected by the Superintendent of Banks may 
_be made by any party interested, by filing a copy of such objection with the 

Superintendent of Banks, who shall present the same to the District Court of 
the county in which such bank has its principal place of business, with a peti- 
tion that said court pass upon the validity of such claims, and such court shall 
thereupon, upon such notice to the party presenting the same, and to the Su- 
perintendent of Banks, as the court may deem proper, accept or reject said claim, 
and the Superintendent of Banks shall observe the order of the court in that 
regard; provided, however, that should the claim be rejected, such rejection shall 
not exclude the claimant from bringing an action upon such claim within six 
months after such rejection. 

Upon the petition of the Superintendent of Banks, such court may make prop- 
cr provisions for unclaimed deposits. 

Whenever any such bank, of whose property and business the Superintendent 
of Banks has taken possession as aforesaid, deems itself aggrieved thereby, it may 
at any time within ten days after such taking possession, and not thereafter, ap- 
_ ply to the district court of the county in which the principal office of such bank 
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is located, to enjoin further proceedings, and said court, after citing the Super- 
intendent of Banks to show cause why further proceedings shall not be en- 
joined, and, upon hearing, the allegations and proofs of the parties, and determin- 
ing the facts may, upon the merit, dismiss such application, or enjoin the Super- 


intendent of Banks from further proceedings, and direct him to surrender such | 


business and property to such bank. 

Either party aggrieved by the judgment rendered thereon may appeal there- 
from to the Surtees Court, as in other cases of appeal thereto from judgment of a 
district court. 

An appeal as above provided, shall operate as a stay of the judgment of the 
district. court, and no bond need be given if the appeal be taken by the Superin- 
tendent of Banks, but if the appeal be taken by such bank, a bond shall be given, 
as required by the Code of Civil Procedure of Montana. 


Whenever the Superintendent of Banks shall have paid to each and every de- 
positor and creditor of such bank (not including stockholders, unless by the by- 
laws of such bank provided for such), whose claim or claims as such creditor or 
depositor shall have been duly approved and allowed the full amount of such 
claims, and shall have made proper provisions for unclaimed and unpaid deposit- 
or dividends, and shall have paid all expenses of the liquidation, the Superin- 
tendent of Banks shall call a meeting of the stockholders of such bank by giving 
notice thereof for thirty days in one or more newspapers published in the county 
where the principal office of such bank is located. 


At such meeting the Superintendent of Banks shall appear and deliver to the 
stockholders all the property, effects and records of such bank, and upon such 


transfer and delivery, he shall be discharged from any and all further lability — 


to such bank and its creditors, and thereupon, the bank shall be in the same 
position as though it had never been authorized to transact a banking’ business, 
and such bank, by fulfilling the requirements of this Act, and of the Superinten- 
dent of Banks, can ther eafter be authorized to resume the conduct of its business 
as a bank.

of some Montana State Institution of Charity or Correction, or who are 
physically or mentally unable to work, or who have, for a period of two years, 
or more, failed to provide for said children, and whose mothers are wholly depend- 
ent upon their labor for support,” beg leave to report same, with the recommenda- 
tion that same be referred to Steering Committee.

MESSAGES FROM THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

The following communications from the House were received and read: 

Helena, Montana, March 1, 1915. 

Mr. President: I am directed by the House to inform your Honorable Body 
that the following communication was this day received from His Excellency, 
the Governor: 

~“The Speaker, House of Representatives, Helena, Montana. 

I return herewith House Bill No. 14, being ‘An Act to repeal Chapter 92 
of the Session Laws of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Montana,” ete., without my approval, and with my objections thereto. 

It is with great reluctance that I take this action, but the importance of 
the general. subject of the bill, and the peculiar conditions existing with refer- 
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ence thereto, make it imperative, in my opinion, that I should withhold approval 
of the measure as presented to me. 

The bill is short, and, to the lay mind, very simple. Yet, one has only 
to investigate the statutes of Montana to appreciate that approval of the bill 
would effect serious and far-reaching results,—results that might be most dis- 
astrous, and might inflict irreparable injury, and considerable loss to the State, 
and some of the citizens thereof. 

When the bill first came to my notice, I assumed that its sole purpose was, 
and could only be to abolish the contemplated officer of Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Montana. The arguments and discussions thereof, as they obtained 
in both houses, were confined to the question whether the State should employ a 
Chancellor. It is evident that those who urged the passage of the bill had no 
other end in view, or at least expressed no other purpose, 

In my view, the question of Chancellor, or no Chancellor, is a very important 
one. I have given it serious thought, this consideration extending over a period 
of two years. I have been brought to realize that the vast sums appropriated 
for higher education in Montana constitute a very material part of the total 
expenditure of the State, and absorb much of the income. There has been 
much talk of economy at this session, and there should be economy, without loss 
of efficiency, of course; yet, few stop to realize that the larger economies must 
be made in the matter of the larger operations of the State. 

Last year the State tax of two and.one-half mills yielded the State the sum 
of $935,395.04. The four institutions or departments located at Missoula, Butte, 
Dillon and Bozeman, for the year beginning November 30, 1913, and ending 
November 30, 1914, disbursed the sum of $199,163.90,—an amount equal to twenty- 
one per cent thereof. In addition to that, they disbursed the total amount re- 
ceived from interest and income on land grants belonging to the State institu- 
tions, and which amount represented the very considerable sum of $131,136.36. 
Nor is that all, for the Federal Government contributed the sum of $50,000.00 
toward the maintenance of the Agricultural College Department, and the sum 
of $30,000.00 for the use of the Experiment Station at Bozeman, and the Dry 
Farming Experiment Stations in the different parts of the State. Very few 
people realize the magnitude of the expenditures made for the purposes indicated. 

Montana’s population is conservatively estimated at 5,000,000. Many think 
we have more than that number of people. The average daily attendance in 
the four institutions during the year beginning November 30, 1913, and ending 
November 30, 1914, being the same period covered by the expenditures mentioned, 


-. was 1,042, or approximately one-fifth of one per cent of the population of the 


State. It has been impressed upon me that the expenditures of so large a per- 
centage of the State’s available means for the education of so small a fraction of 
one percent of the people of the State should be a matter of much concern, and 
T give you'these facts for what they are worth. 


The operation of our system of higher education should be characterized by 
sound business judgment and common sense. If college instruction is to indicate 
practical principles, it should be imparted practically, and under favorable circum- 
stances. In addition to that, the ability of the State to furnish the funds for 
maintenance should be taken into consideration. The sole aim should be to pro- 
vide the best instruction that can be obtained, and on the most favorable terms 
to the State. The “pork barrel” idea should be discouraged. To my mind, it 
would not be extravagant or “vulgar,” or in any manner inimical to the cause 
of real education to place at the head of the system in Montana a supervising 
executive, be he called Chancellor, or what not, but vested with the authority 
and power to direct the affairs of the departments of higher education. The 
functions of such an official can be easily comprehended when we reflect upon 
the fact that in the past two years these institutions or departments have been 
maintained at an expense of three-quarters of a million dollars, and if the recom- 
mendations of the appropriation committee of this House are adopted, the next 
two years will witness an expenditure of more than a full million dollars for the 
purpose indicated. 

Nevertheless, the necessity for a Chancellor is a debatable question, and was, 
as I said, debated to the exclusion of all other phases of the Bill under consid- 
eration. To my mind, as I now contemplate the Bill in its legal bearings, the 
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Chancellorship is submerged. The Bill seeks to repeal Chapter 92, Laws of 1913, 
and that without offering to substitute anything in lieu thereof. If that repeal 
would work nothing but the abolition of the Chancellor, it would be simple. 

The Higgins Bill in reality repeals the names, the designations, the identity, 
of the University, and its component parts. Chapter 92, Laws of 1913, repealed 
the Statutes giving to each institution a separate name. From the first day of 
July, 1913, under the terms of that law, there was no agricultural college, no 
State Normal College, no State School of Mines, and no University in the sense 
that the same had existed prior to that time. Each institution was terminated as 
a separate entity, and merged into a greater one, designated and legally named 
“University of Montana.” 

This is a serious matter. The founders of these institutions placed great 
reliance on the names, and in Section 668, Revised Codes, provided a punishment 
for any infringement of the name “University of Montana.” Likewise, Section 
Ill of the General School Laws, 1913, reads as follows: “All donations, grants, 
gifts or devises made to any of the institutions named herein shall be made to 
such institution in its legal name, and if made to any officer or boards of such 
institution, the same shall be immediately transferred by such board or officer 
to such institution. 

If this Bill should become a law, the institutions would still have form and 
substance, but no tangible being, no legal designation, no corporate existence. It 
is evident that this feature of the matter has impressed the distinguished Senator 
from Missoula County since the passage of the Higgins Bill through the Houses, 
as he has introduced a Bill (Senate Bill No. 181), in which he seeks to correct 
the condition that must inevitably result if House Bill No. 14 becomes a law. 
However, that may be, I can not assume that the Brower Bill will become a law, 
and am compelled to consider the Higgins Bill as it comes to me. 

In another important matter pending at this Session, to-wit: The matter 


a 


of the creation of new counties, a similar repeal Bill was passed through the | 


House, known as the Wells Bill (House Bill No. 11), but it was held up in the 
Senate for the good and sufficient reason that no adequate law to take the place 
of the one in effect was assured of passage. The reasons were good, and I think 
are equally applicable in this case. 

And yet, the loss of the names of the institutions is not all that would re- 
sult. There would still be a most serious difficulty in the way, even if the Brower 
Bill should follow this Bill, and both should become laws. Senate Bill No. 92, 
Laws of 1913, repealed all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict therewith, save 
and except that it attempted to save Chapter 73 and 120,.of the Laws of 1909, 
the former of which contained nearly all of the law prescribing the powers and 
duties of the State Board of Education. This would have been well and good, but 
for the fact that the general educational Bill passed by the Thirteenth Legislative 
Assembly, Chapter 76, repealed said Chapter 73 of the Laws of 1909 in specific 
terms, and re-enacted such powers and duties as are therein prescribed; but there 


being no saving provision as against the terms of the general educational law, the © 


so-called Leighton law must control, and repeal wherever there is conflict. 

You will very readily see that there is much room for serious apprehension 
in this whole matter. For instance, the Leighton law defines the manner of 
granting diplomas and conferring degrees. The Higgins Bill would destroy that 
statutory authority. The distinguished author of House Bill No. 14, Mr. Hig- 
gins, is also the author of House Bill No. 150, approved February 15, last, which 
is now a law. That law provides that the holder of a diploma from the Law 
department of the University of Montana shall be admitted to practice law 
without the examination required of other applicants. By House Bill No. 14, 
the University, as a legal entity, is put out of business, and the right to give 
diplomas is wiped away, and the student who finishes the course at the Law de- 
partment will find himself without legal evidence to convince the Supreme Court 
that he is entitled to the certificate of admission to the bar contemplated in 
House Bill No. 150. 

The general school law of 1913, approved two days before the Leighton Bill, 
provides that graduates of the State Normal and the University, may qualify to 
teach in the schibols of Montana by filing their diplomas with the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction. Just what effect the absolute repeal of the law

providing for diplomas would have on this subject [ am not prepared to say, but 
I do seriously object to seeing the rights of any of the teachers of this State in 
any way imperiled. 

I come now to what may well be considered as another vital fault in this 
Bill. To enact the Higgins Bill (House Bill No. 14) and the Brower Bill (Senate 
Bill No. 181) would still leave the State Board of Education with curtailed power. 
Of course, if it is the desire of those interested to divest that Board of authority, 
and to give the local officers greater latitude, then the object sought would be 
attained, but I am not ready to believe that the members of this Legislature are 
ready to take such a step. The Constitution of the State contemplates control 
of the institutions by the State Board of Education, but leaves the conditions of 
the control to the Legislature. To change the system and enact a full and com- 
prehensive law defining the powers of the Board ought not be done in the hurry 
and bustle of the closing days of a busy session, and should not be tacked on to 
some Bill as an amendment, or as a rider, without time to consider. 

I doubt if the members of either House really thought that there was any- 
thing more than the Chancellor involved in House Bill No. 14 when they had it 
under consideration. They did not realize that the right to administer affairs 
under the State Board of Education might be involved, or that the right to claim 
appropriations might be questioned on account of the lack of legal designation. 
We all know that the Federal Government is very technical in the matter of 
authority, and it is possible that appropriations might be involved; but who 
thought of that when this Bill was before you? 

When it became evident to me that I should be called upon to act upon this 
Bill, I sought legal information, and to that end, directed a query to the Attorney 
General of the State of Montana, relative to the effect of the repeal. Judge W. 
MI. Poorman, Assistant Attorney General of the state of Montana, a very distin- 
guished jurist and sound lawyer, has investigated the matter, and I take great 
pleasure in incorporating his opinion herein. The opinion treats the matter in 
such a elear and convincing manner that it convinced me of the gravity of the 
situation, and I am sure that you will be greatly benefited and clearly informed 
as to the Bill. The opinion follows: 

“We acknowledge receipt of your favor of the 22nd instant, submitting for 
the consideration of this department the question: 

‘What will be the legal status of the different state educational institutions, 
now included in the University of Montana, in the event of the repeal of Chapter 
_ 92, of the Session Laws of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly, and the failure to 
enact other legislation relating thereto ?’ 

The provisions of the Statute relating to the educational institutions of the 
State covering a period of about twenty-five years are somewhat fragmentary, and 
not always harmonious or consistent. 

In Section II, of Article XI of the State Constitution, it is provided: 

‘The general control and supervision of the State University, and the various 
other state educational institutions, shall be vested in a State Board of Educa- 
tion, whose powers and duties shall be prescribed and regulated by law,’ 

This section of the Constitution does not confer any authority, or impose any 
duty upon the State Board of Education, except to dominate it as the moving 
power to carry into action legislative commands, respecting various state educa- 
tional institutions. All powers of the Board must be prescribed, and all duties 
imposed must come from written law in either general or specific terms. 

Various educational institutions have been established as the University of 
Montana, at the city of Missoula. Section 669, Revised Codes: 

The “Agricultural College of the State of Montana,” at the city of Bozeman, 

Section 732, Revised Codes: The “Montana State School of Mines,” located at 
Butte, Section 691, Revised Codes; and, the “Montana State Normal College,” at 
the city of Dillon, Section 772, Revised Codes. 

In certain supplemental and isolated pieces of legislation, and in advertise- 
ments and letter-heads, these institutions are referred to by various and varying 
names, but the above are the names and designation given them by positive statu- 
tory law, and are, for that reason, the only names on which we may rely in deal- 
ing with them. 

In obedience to the spirit and intent of the State Constitution, and of the 
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Enabling Act, the Legislature has not only established these institutions, but 
has prescribed and regulated the powers and duties of the State Board of Educa- 
tion with respect thereto. Many of the provisions of the Statute relating to the 
powers and duties of the Board were collected and incorporated in Chapter 73 
of the Session Laws of 1909, and the Sections of the Code named therein were 
repealed. 

3 On March 12, 1913, Chapter 76 of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly was 
approved and took effect as a law on that day. This Act specifically repealed 
said Chapter 73 of the Laws of 1909, and all other session laws and sections of 
the Codes relating to the powers and duties of the State Board of Education, and 
by its own provisions, prescribed all the powers and duties then thought neces- 
sary to be exercised by the Board. In this Act of 1913 (Chapter 76), the names 
of the institutions were preserved, and the State Board was given authority, 
among other things, to grant diplomas, confer degrees, ete. Under all laws prior 
to the enactment of Chapter 92, 1913, the Board dealt with each of the institutions 
as an entity, separate and distinct from every other institution. 

On March 14, 1913, Chapter 92, of the Session Laws of the Thirteenth Legis- 
lative Assembly, was approved and took effect as a law on that day. This latter 
Act provides that all these various State Educational Institutions herein named, 
shall be amalgamated as one entity, known as “University of Montana,” and all 
ecnflicting laws are repealed. Hence, all laws relating to the separate names of 
these institutions are repealed, and they no longer have any names or designa- 
tions, except the “University of Montana,” and for specific reference the name 
of the department is added. Nor has the State Board any power or authority to 
Act in any other name, either in the granting of diplomas, adopting rules, pre- 
scribing standards of promotion, or otherwise. In Section 7 of said Chapter 92, 
reference is made to Chapter 73 of the Session Laws of 1909, in such manner 
as to justify the conclusion that it was the intent to extend the provisions of 
that Chapter, but said Chapter 73 was repealed prior to the enactment of said 
Chapter 92, and hence did not exist at that time. A law can not be extended 
by reference to its title. 

No law shall be revised or amended, or the provisions thereof extended by 
reference to its title only, but so much thereof as is revised, amended or ex- 
tended shall be re-enacted and published at length. 

Section 25, Article V, State Constitution. 

The only power and authority the State Board now has, with reference to 
the matters dealt with in said Chapter 92, Laws of 1913, are contained in the 
provisions of that Act—all inconsistent Acts having been repealed—and the re- 
peal of that Chapter would not have the effect of reviving former Acts by it 
repealed. 

The Laws permitting these institutions to continue as separate and distinct 
entities are repealed. The laws authorizing the State Board to grant diplomas 
to graduates of these separate entities are repealed, and the repealing Act (Chap- 
ter 92, Session Laws, 1913), provides that such diplomas shall be issued in the 
name “University of Montana.” If now this repealing Act is itself repealed, 
winthout a saving clause of some kind, and we apply to the law, the same rules 
of construction that are applied to other laws, there will not exist any statutory 
authority for the issuance of diplomas in any name whatsoever. If this right 
continued at all, it would be by virtue of the law of necessity, not by virtue of 
any statutory provision. 

The effect of the repeal of said Chapter 92, Laws of 1913, without other legis- 
lative enactment would be to leave the State Board of Education without any 
statutory authority or direction whatsoever, as to all the things dealt with in 
said Chapter 92, as matters of substantive law, for all laws inconsistent with 
those provisions would be repealed, and would not be revived by the repeal of 
this Chapter. Not all of the powers and authority granted to the State Board 
of Education would be abrogated by the repeal of this Chapter, but the Board 
has no authority to give a legal name to any state institution, except to give 
it a designation for its own convenience, and a diploma granted by the Board, 
without authority of law, could have no greater weight than an item of evidence 


that the person to whom it was issued had pursued a certain course of study for a — 


certain time. 
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The repeal of said Chapter 92 would not dissolve any of these institutions for 
the law of their creation is not any part of that Chapter, but their legal designa- 
tion, so far as the name is concerned would be gone. Just what, if any effect, 
this would have on grants of money annually’ made by the general government to 
the Agricultural College of the State of Montana can not now be conjectured. 
Neither the law of necessity nor the law of inference, with reference to the 
State institutions is necessarily controlling on the gener al government, nor is it 
necessarily advisory thereto; nor is it controling in the construction by a state 
court of any question arising with reference to any grant, devise or bequest made 
to any of these ‘institutions designated therein by. their former name.

That any injury can be worked in leaving the law as it now stands is impos- 
sible. All of the institutions have prospered in the last two years. The Presi- 
dent of the University at Missoula claims phenomenal growth, and all of this 
under the present law. The matter of the Chancellor is in your hands. No chan- 
eellor is likely to work for nothing. So far, no provision has been made for the 
salary and expense of a Chancellor. If no action is taken along that line by this 
Legislature, it is scarcely likely that the members of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, although a majority of them voted in favor of the employment of such an 
official, will go into their own pockets to defray the expenses thereof. 

In submitting this, my first veto of the session, I do so with the desire that 
you may receive the same in the spirit in which it is transmitted, that is, with 
entire good will, and in the hope that the suggestions herein made may be of 
value to all who are called upon to vote again upon a measure which is much 
more important and far-reaching than was thought when it was in process of 
passage through your Honorable Body in the first instance. I have the keenest 
desire that the educational institutions of the State shall win to the highest 
possible point of efficiency; and, feeling thus, I can not permit, without protest, 
the passage of any law that has in it the possibility of crippling these institu- 
tions, and bringing about a chaotic condition that may require years to correct. 
For these reasons, “T am compelled to disapprove House Bill No. 14.

t The Committee on Labor and Capital submitted the following report on 
_ House Bill No. 170: 


“Helena, Montana, March 3, 1915. 
é Mr. President: We, your Committee on Capital and Labor, to whom was re- 
_ ferred House Bill No. 170, respectfully beg leave to report as follows: . 
A public hearing was had on the Bill, at which the representatives of the 
_ various telephone and railroad companies, the Montana Power Company and the 
_ electrical workers appeared. 


The Bill undertakes to regulate the nature of appliances and character of 
construction work which shall be used in the carrying of electricity for the pur- 
pose of light, heat and power. It is designed to protect workmen engaged in the 
hazardous work in connection with the construction and repair of electrical trans- 
mission lines. 


In addition to this, the Bill specifies the voltage which may be carried under 
certain specified conditions at all crossings of other lines, and in cities and 
towns. It is technical in its terms, and your Committee frankly acknowledges its 
inability to pass upon the reasonableness, or lack of reasonableness of the provi- 
sions contained therein. 


_ The representatives of the Milwaukee railroad objected to the measure on 

_ the ground that it would call for a great deal of raw material in the proposed 
electrification of said road, without materially adding to the safety of either the 
workmen, or the general public. It was pointed out to the Committee that the 
road had ordered its poles, and other equipment, and that the enactment of this 
law might impose upon that Company a greatly added cost, and specific illustra- 
tions were used to show that the additional cost would add nothing in the way of 
safety. 

The Telephone and Railroad companies interposed vigorous objections to the 
provisions contained in Section 27, on the ground that the maximum voltage, to- 
wit: 15,000 volts, was so high that it would be impossible for them to protect 
their lines, or the general public, under the conditions set out in the Bill. It was 
urged with much force that the enactment of this law, and the form in which it is 
proposed, might seriously imperil, in some instances, the lives and property of the 

_ general public, as well as the interested parties. 

r After hearing all of the arguments presented on this subject, your Commit- 
tee is of the opinion that while the companies engaged in the operation and con- 
struction of electrical lines generally are endeavoring to adopt such rules, regula- 
tions and system of construction as are necessary to make the lives of their 
employees as safe as may reasonably be done, in view of the natural hazards of 
the business, yet there is still need of some direction and regulation on the part 
of the State, not only on behalf of the employees, but as a matter of safety to the 
general public. : 

In no branch of modern industry are the changes more rapid and far-reaching 

- than in this same line of electrical construction. What would be proper con- 
struction today might be rendered obsolete in the near future, by reason of in- 
creased knowledge, and improved methods. 

The consideration of all of these factors has led your Committee to recom- 
mend that this subject be referred to the Public Utility Commission, and to the 
Industrial Accident Board, which shall have charge of the administration of the 

_ safety provisions of the recently enacted compensation law. Under the provisions 

of the last named Act, the lives of the workmen can be protected to at least as 

- great a degree as would be possible through the enactment of the proposed law, 

- while still permitting an adjustment of rules and regulations to meet the differ- 

ent needs of different portions of the State, and also other future changes in the 
business itself. 
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For the foregoing reasons, we recommend that House Bill No. 170 be not 
concurred in.

1907, which sections are comprehended within said Chapter, relating to the duties 
of persons engaged in operating grain grinding and flouring mills, the rates of 
toll to be charged, and declaring a violation of the provisions hereof shall be a 
misdemeanor,” ‘beg to report the same back, with the recommendation that it be 
concurred in, Ww ith the following amendments: 

Amend the title by adding after the word “charged” the words “conferring 
upon the Public Service Commission certain powers and duties.” 

Amend Section 1, line 9, by striking out, after the word “grain,” all the 
balance of Section 2092, and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

“Such operator may, in lieu of grinding, bolting or chopping the particular 
grain offered for that purpose, deliver to any person offering such grain to be 
eround, bolted or chopped, a quantity of flour bolted grain or chopped grain, to- 
eether with the by-products, if any, equivalent in amount and quality to the 
products which would be obtained, if said offered grain was ground, bolted or 
chopped, as requested by the owner. Provided, however, that an operator shall. 
not be required to accept any wheat for the purposes of this Act which grades 
less than No. 2 Montana. The Mill operator shall be entitled to charge and re- 
ceive for the milling, bolting or chopping of said grain such percentage thereof, 
or such cash price, as shall be determined by the Public Service Commission of 
the State of Montana.” 

Amend Section 1, by inserting after the figures “2094” and before the word 
“any” in line 25, the following: 

“The Public Service Commission of the State of Montana is hereby given full 
power and authority, and it is made the duty of said Commission to adopt such 
rules and regulations and perform any and all acts that may be necessary to en- 
force the provisions of this Chapter.” Respectfully,

prices of lumber, and selling territory in this State, and whether excessive prices 
are now being charged thereby, by the said retail lumber dealers, beg leave to 
submit the following report: 

That said Joint Committee met on the night of February 16, 1915, at which 
meeting appeared the following:

The Committee desires to state that all witnesses were summoned that they 
were requested to summon. 

From the testimony given by the witnesses who appeared upon the stand, 


including Mr. Sam Teagarden himself, no direct substantiating testimony was 


given that would tend in the slightest degree to prove that there was a con- 
spiracy on the part of the retail lumber dealers of the State for the purpose of 
controlling retail prices and fixing the selling territory. 

It was shown by the predominating testimony that the retail lumber busi- 
ness of the State had fallen off during the past year practically 33 1-3%. 

It was shown by the predominating testimony submitted that the over-head 
charges or operating expenses averaging from the minimum of about 15% of one 
company to as high as a maximum of 24%, were nearly as high with the falling 
off of business of the 33 1-3%, as they were when business had its full volume. 

It was shown by the predominating testimony that the greater part of the 
lumber used up to a point where the differential in freight rates made it impos- 
sible to use Montana lumber, and that the only lumber used from Coast points 
was in the Eastern part of Montana, where the State freight rates nearly equal 
or exxceed the freight rates from the Coast points, 
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It was shown that the retail lumber dealers were compelled to carry heavy 
and large accounts beyond the liquidation period by reason of the financial in- 
ability of the farmers to liquidate their accounts at the proper time. 

It was shown that the average price of common lumber charged for by the 
retail lumber dealers throughout the State, was not excessive, in view of the 
decreased volume of business, and their operating expenses. 

Your Committee submits this report, and asks for its discharge.

Senate Bill No. 50, “An Act defining Commission Merchants, and regulat- 
ing the business of Commission Merchants in the State of Montana; providing 
for the licensing of such business, and the furnishing of bonds by such mer- 
chants: requiring certain books to be kept by such merchants; requiring notice 
to consignor of the receipt of produce by commission merchants, and statements 
after sale of produce to consignor; providing for a payment within a specified 
time for goods received by commission merchants, and sold by them; providing 
for complaints to the State Board of Horticulture, and revocation of licenses ; 
providing for actions upon bonds furnished by commission merchants; prohibit- 
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ing combinations, pools, etc., and providing penalties for violations of this Act.” 
recommending it be not concurred in. Report adopted. 

Senate Bill No. 161, “An Act authorizing the State Land Board to contract 
and agree with the United States for the waiver of the State’s right to unsur- 
veyed school sections in forest reserves, and to accept lands in lieu thereof, and 
validating agreements heretofore made for that purpose,’’ recommending it be 
concurred in. Report adopted, and bill referred to calendar for third reading. 

Senate Bill No. 139, “An Act to create and appoint a commission, the 
duties of which are to report on the laws of this State relating to the adminis- 
trative and executive departments, and to recommend to the next legislative 
assembly such changes in said laws as will bring efficiency and economy in the 
administration thereof, and to provide for an appropriation for said commis- 
sion,” recommending it be concurred in. Report adopted, and bill referred to 
calendar for third reading. 

Senate Bill No. 266, “An Act making it unlawful to kill deer in the counties 
of Custer, Dawson, Richland, Sheridan, Valley. Phillips, Rosebud and Big Horn 
before the first of October, 1920, and providing a penalty for the violation 
thereof,” recommending it be not concurred in. Report adopted. 

Senate Bill No. 177, “‘An Act permitting stockholders of co-operative asso- 
ciations to vote by mail, and providing for the declaring of dividends and distri- 
bution of net earnings and extending the provisions of this Act to co-operative 
associations heretofore incorporated,’ recommending it be concurred in.

Senate Bill No. 11, “An Act to amend Chapter 72 of the Session Laws of 1913,

Amend Section 8, of Chapter 3, by inserting after the word “District,” 
in line 195, the following: ‘Provided that not less than fifty per cent of the 
taxes collected from each road district shall be expended annually by the county 
commissioners on the roads within the boundaries of said District.”’
